Col. M. A. Hildreth, J.A.G., N.D.N.G., read a paper 
before a recent meeting of the North Dakota National 
Guard Association in which he urged all guardsmen to 
keep constantly in mind that a knowledge of military 
law is a necessary part of their education. On this point 
he quoted the following from a pamphlet written many 
years ago by the late Gen. William T. Sherman, U.S.A. : 
“This study (referring to military law) must be pursued 
in hours of peace and leisure, for with us especially wars 
come suddenly when books are thrown to the winds, and 
every officer must carry his library in his head. The offi- 
cer who knows his profession and has his mind stored 
with knowledge available in new and untried fields, will 
surely carry off the palm.” “The National Guardsman,”’ 
said Colonel Hildreth, in concluding his instructive and 





valuable paper, “must be a reader and a thinker. I think 
one of the greatest difficulties with the discipline of a 
National Guard grows out of the fact that there is too 
little attention paid to the importance of impressing upon 


officers and men that they are acting under military law 
from the time they put on their uniform for the perform- 
ance of military duty, until it is taken off. Their status 
is changed from that of the citizen to a military charac- 
ter, and when the National Guardsman learns that his 
uniform means something more than to cover his naked- 
ness; that it is the insignia that separates him for the 
time being from the functions of an unarmed person to 
one who is armed, he will become impressed with the idea 
that violation of the rules of discipline will be met with 
sure and swift punishment. Wherever duty is neglected, 
wherever discipline is slack, you will find it grows out of 
the fact that officers and men are not familiar with the 
military code under which they are performing their duty. 
There is always in the National Guard various tempera- 
ments to deal with, and human nature with its many sid- 
edness cails always for good judgment, and for the appli- 
cation of general rules. ‘The surest guarantee to an effi- 
cient National Guard lies in the fact that both officers 
and privates comprehend the boundaries that prescribe 
their conduct, and realize that for violation of the law 
that surrounds them they are subject to military disci- 
pline. No National Guardsman can become perfect in 
any branch of the Service; but if he is diligent, faithful 
and earnest he can acquire enough of the general princi- 


ples pertaining to his business that will enable him to 
render a high and efficient service when emergency comes 
Whether it be in time of peace or in time of war.”

Mr. William T, Stead, an English journalist, who is in 
the United States to attend the American National Peace 
Congress, which assembles in New York, April 14, has 
anticipated the action of that body by proposing a meas- 
ure that will probably appeal to the approval of every 
member. It is this, namely, that the Congress shall rec- 
ommend that every nation make a regular yearly appro- 
priation for the interest of peace. This proposal is dis- 
Unctly novel, and while Mr. Stead does not specify the 
manner in which the money should be expended, it is 
fair to infer that he would have it used in broadening 
the influence of the diplomatic service. There could be 
ho serious objection to that, though, as a matter of fact, 
there has not been, nor is there likely to be, any lack of 
funds to support the State Department in its ceaseless 
efforts to promote the interests of commerce and good 
Will which are the real foundations of international peace. 


‘Yet if money appropriated, as Mr. Stead suggests, were 


applied to the support of the most distinctive of all peace 
agencies, it would be used in maintaining our military 
‘ervices at the highest attainable stage of efficiency. The 
Army and Navy are the great peace organizations of the 
"ee They are maintained for no other purpose than 
men ae the peace and henor of the republic. They 
They mete: betrayed their trust nor failed in their duty. 
o< Aes never provoked a war, and have always used 

uence to prevent war. They have never menaced a 





friendly nation, but the fact of their existence has been 
an unfailing safeguard of our national tranquility at 
home and of our national prestige abroad. We fespect- 
fully suggest, therefore, that if the forthcoming Peace 
Congress acts upon Mr. Stead’s proposal, its recommen- 
dations shall specify that the money set apart by the 
United States Government for the interest of peace shall 
be devoted to the upbuilding and maintenance of those 
specialized agencies without which the national peace 
would become increasingly insecure—the Army and Navy.

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Capt. James A. Cole, 6th U.S. Cav., takes the posi- 
tion that the Federal Government ought to stop doing 
anything for the organized militia or should do far more 
than it is doing at present. “Instruction of militia offi- 
cers during a State encampment by officers of the Regu- 
lar Service,” says Captain Cole in an official report re- 
cently published by the military authorities, “is not 
enough. Young, able and zealous officers should be de- 
tailed to visit militia companies at their home towns, 
stay with them a week or ten days at a time, drill them 
every night, hold gallery practise with accurate gallery, 
rifles, with an unlimited supply of ammunition during 
this period of instruction, all males of sound physique 
between the ages of fifteen and thirty years, whether 
militiamen or not, being urged to come in and shoot un- 
der instruction. The Krag-Jorgensen rifle should be re- 
tained by the militia and as large a quantity of ammuni- 
tion as is possible issued for their use. Recitations, 
lectures, talks about the Army, anything to interest the 
men should accompany these nightly drills. It is be- 
lieved that the militia need hard training in their homes 
more than governors of States need attachés, military 
advisors, or aides from the Regular Service, and that 
officers of the Regular Service detailed for the State 
militia would be more valuable in a capacity as indi- 
eated above than at the State capital. A smart non- 
commissioned officer who is a good shot, boxer and all- 
round athlete would be an immense aid to an officer 
personally instructing militia. The ridiculous custom 
of electing company officers should be done away with. 
State authorities should try to induce men of local 
prominence to enter companies with a view of making 
them officers.” 





Lieutenant Colonel Robert L. Bullard, 8th U.S. Inf., 
is of the opinion that the artillery of the organized 
militia will have to be given far more attention than it 
has so far received if it is to be made capable of efficient 
service in war. Discussing this question in the Journal 
of the Military Service Institution, Colonel Bullard says: 
“A few years ago, fresh from the organization of Volun- 
teers, I watched the putting together of two batteries of 
light field artillery. Out of the comparison there stood 
forth to my mind two things: it requires from two to 
three times as much time and labor to make artillery as 
infantry, and it takes almost as good a man to make a 
good sergeant of artillery as a good lieutenant of in- 
fantry. Between this and careful observation at the 
maneuvers I have been unable to escape the conclusion 
that the artillery of the organized militia must be aided 
more, far more, or else abandoned. Real efficiency and 
preparedness of artillery for war are, with all time, 
hardly attainable, even in the Regular Army; with the 
average National Guard conditions and facilities, this 
may be taken as impossible.” 
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According to the official program of the opening ex- 
ercises of the Jamestown Tercentennial Exposition on 
April 26, the ceremonies will begin at sunrise with a 
salute of three hundred guns by the Norfolk Light Ar- 
tillery Blues, commemorating the three-hundredth anni- 
versary of the first English settlement of America. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt will reach the exposition grounds at 
11:30 o’clock, after passing on the Mayflower through 
columns of saluting foreign and American warships in 
Hampton Roads. He will be escorted to the reviewing 
stand on Lee’s Parade in the rear of the Auditorium 
building. The parade of soldiers and sailors of the 
United States, under Major Gen. Frederick D. Grant, 
U.S.A., will be the next feature. The President will re- 
view the parade from a grand stand, where also will 
assemble the guests of the occasion, including the diplo- 
matic corps, the official committees of the Senate and 
House of Representatives and the Governors of States, 
twenty of whom have accepted invitations to be present. 
The day will close with a reception to President Roose- 
velt between five and six o’clock. There will be ad- 
dresses by the President of the United States, and the 
president of the exposition. When President Roosevelt 
has concluded, he will press a gold button, and immedi- 
ately the machinery of the show will be set in motion, a 
thousand flags will be unfurled on the exposition build- 
ings, and a salute to the nation will be fired by the 
foreign and American ships in the Roads and by the 
garrson at Fort Monroe.

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Press reports from London state that much surprise has 
been caused in British official circles by, the official an- 
pouncement in Washington, May 8, that a treaty had 
been drafted between the United States and Great Britain 
providing for the appointment of a joint commission, 
which will consider all of the complex questions connected 
with the water boundaries between Canada and the 
United States. It is explained in Washington that prob- 
ably lack of advice upon the recent developments in the 
exchanges that have occurred between America and Great 





Britain relative to the settlement of questions between 
the United States and Canada accounts for the sitate- 
ment from London that formal negotiations have not yet 
been opened. While the scope and character of the pro- 
posed treaty have not been officially disclosed, it is inti- 
mated that they will include such questions as the dis- 
position of the waters of the Great Lakes, the regulation 
of the use of water at Niagara Falls for power purposes, 
the navigation of the St. John River between Maine and 
New Brunswick, the use of the waters of Milk River, 
on the Northwest border, and the whole general subject 
of fisheries regulations, not only for the Great Lakes, but 
for the Atlantic and Pacific seaboard. This treaty will 
require the approval of the U.S. Senate to become effec- 
tive, but it is possible that an arrangement in the nature 
of a modus vivendi will be reached between Secretary 
Root and Ambassador Bryce. 
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Much of the doubt as to American purpose regarding 
Cuba has been dispelled by a formal statement issued by 
Secretary Taft in Havana April 8. That statement, 
given out after a prolonged conference between the Secre- 
tary and a large number of representatives of Cuban in- 
terests, including the leaders of the opposing political par- 
ties and men identified with important business enter- 
prises, is in part as follows: ‘Municipal and possibly 
provincial elections will occur after the taking of a cen- 
sus, these elections determining the effectiveness of the 
new clectoral laws. General elections for a president, 
vice president and Congressmen will follow. It all means 
considerable delay. The taking of the census will oc- 
cupy at least four months. Then one month will inter- 
vene before the municipal elections, which will bring the 
first elections not earlier than the middle of September. 
The presidential election will follow at some indefinite fu- 
ture time, probably five or six months, depending on con- 
ditions.” The meaning of the above announcement is that 
the United States is resolved to restore the Cuban repub- 
lic and give the islanders another chance to show them- 
selves able to maintain it. Press advises from Havana 
state that the impression prevails that the United States 
Army of Cuban Pacification will renfain in the island for 
another year at least.

By a decision of the Supreme Court of the United 
States, rendered April 8, the Isle of Pines is formally de- 
clared to be a territorial possession of Cuba, thus ter- 
minating a controversy which for several years has been 
a cause of more or Jess annoyance to the governments of 
the United States and the Cuban republic. The question 
arose from the refusal of the owner of a few boxes of ci- 
gars, which he bought in the Isle of Pines, to pay duty 
thereon on entering an American seaport, his contention 
being that the Isle of Pines stood in the same relation to 
the United States that Porto Rico does. The cigars were 
seized and a litigation began which finally reached the 
United States Supreme Court. The opinion of that tri- 
bunal was announced by Chief Justice Fuller, who stated 
that up to the Paris treaty the Isle of Pines had been 
considered as an integral part of Cuba, and that it could 
not be held to be covered by Article 2 of that treaty, 
which included only islands in the vicinity of Porto Rico. 
Justice White concurred in the result, but took sharp ex- 
ception to the Court’s ruling as to Cuba’s right to sover- 
eignty over the Isle of Pines in view of the provision in 
the Platt amendment declaring that while the island is 
de facto Cuban territory, it should be made the subject 
of treaty negotiations, Justice Holmes indorsed Justice 
White’s opinion.

Major Mitake, of the Japanese army, in a lecture on 
“The Infantry Battle Front,” which he recently delivered 
before the Nagoyga Garrison Society, declared that all the 
teaching of the recent war goes to show, both in large 
engagements and small, that there is but one method of 
attack, namely, the selection and development of one wing 
at the decisive point, the prime necessity being a calcula- 
tion of the relative superiority at this point, because on 
this success depends. It is pointed out that economies 
in men must be made in various directions in order to 
bring about concentration at the right place, and there- 
fore frontages must sometimes be of greater strength than 
is laid down in the Japanese drill book.

Under an order issued by the Navy Department this 
week, which will be found under our Navy head in this 
issue, it is stated that in view of the present condition 
of the Navy lists and of the relative ages of officers in 
the grades of captain, commander and lieutenant com- 
mander applications for retirement from the latter grade, 
under the Act of March 3, 1899, will not be considered. 
The purpose is to withhold the privilege of retirement 
from lieutenant commanders so that retirements in the 
grades of captain and commander may be forced and 
opportunity for swifter advancement of younger officers 
be given.

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.It is announced from The Hague that the Second 
International Peace Conference will assemble at two 
p.m., June 15. The function will occur in the Knights’ 
Hall, a part of the Binnenhof, a medieval pile of build- 
ings in the center of the city, surrounding the lace ‘built 
for Count William II., of Holland, in 1250. ude Van 
Troostwijk, former chief of the Bureau of» Political 
Affairs, of the Foreign Office, will be proposed for secre- 
tary general of the Conference. 
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Col. William C. Gorgas, Med. Dept., U.S.A., Chief 
Sanitary Officer of the Panama Canal Zone, shows in 
his report for the month of February, that the health 
of the Zone continues excellent, both of the laboring 
force and civil population. The three causes of highest 
mortality among the working force were pneumonia, 
twenty-six deaths; malarial fever, fifteen deaths, and ac- 
cidental traumatisms, twelve deaths. Colonel Gorgas 
adds: “In our force of 5,554 white Americans we had 
only two deaths, one from black-water fever atid the 
other from consumption. ‘The case that died with con- 
sumption was one that came here from the United 
States well advanced in that disease and worked only a 
few days and came at once on the sick report. This 
would give us a rate for the American whites of 4.20 
per thousand a year. Among our 900 American women 
and children there were no deaths. Our average sick rate 
continues to fall. In August we had an average of 
forty-two per thousand constantly sick, in January this 
had fallen to twenty-six per thousand constantly sick, 
and in February it had dropped to twenty-four per thous- 
and. During the month we had three cases of smallpox 
treated in the hospitals; two cases taken off incoming 
ships by the quarantine department, and only one case 
originating on the Isthmus. All the people living in the 
vicinity of the point at which this case occurred were 
vaccinated, the house and clothing disinfected, and no 
further cases occurred. No other quarantinable diseases 
eccurred. We had our last case of yellow fever in May 
of 1906.” 
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Major General Grant, U.S.A., commanding the De- 
partment of the East, under date of March 30, in a cir- 
cular to his command, says: “In view of the approach- 
ing season for record practice with small arms in this de- 
partment and in order that a correct record of the firing 
may be secured, and that the increased pay allowed for 
superior skill shall be an honorable distinction as well as 
a deserved reward for those who attain the proper 
classification, the attention of regimental and post com- 
manders, as well as all company officers, is called to the 
necessity for the exercise of the greatest care and vigi- 
lance in the supervision of target practice. ‘The rules 
governing record practice must be observed with the 
strictest impartiality; scores must be correctly recorded; 
work in the pit conducted with the highest efficiency. 
Post commanders will impress upon company officers the 
necessity of rigidly complying with the spirit and re- 
quirements of the small arms firing regulations and of 
taking such other special precautions as may be found 
necessary to see that the marking and scoring of their 
organizations are correct. Before the record practice of 
troops is held, post commanders will assemble all com- 
pany officers and instruct them in detail concerning this 
practice and the rules governing it.” General Grant 
also points out in the circular a number of paragraphs 
in the Firing Regulations to which special attention 
must be given. Circular No. 16, issued in 1906, from 
General Grant’s headquarters, is revoked. 
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The program for the National Rifle Matches at Camp 
Perry, Ohio, commencing Aug. 28, has been arranged. 
Monday, Aug. 26, and Tuesday, Aug. 27, have been set 
aside for preliminary team practice. The National Team 
Match will begin on Wednesday, Aug. 28. The first prize 
in this match will be the National Trophy and $300 cash; 
second prize, the Hilton Trophy and $200 cash; The Sol- 
dier of Marathon and $150 cash. There will also be prizes 
of $100, $75 and $50, to the fourth, fifth and sixth teams, 
and a medal to each member of the winning teams. In 
the National Individual Match there will be a number of 
gold, silver and bronze medals, carrying with them cash 
prizes ranging from $5 to $60. In the National Pistol 
Match there will also be a number of medals and cash 
prizes. An important decision in this connection is the 
one that no person who is either a principal or alternatc 
on any team entered in the competition for the National 
Trophy shall be eligible to serve either as principal on 
any other team at the next yearly competition for the Na- 
tional Trophy. This provision does not apply to members 
of the teams from the United States Military or Naval 
Academies should they be entered as members of these 
teams. The matches of the National Rifle Association 
will be shot the week preceding the National Matches, 
and upon the Camp Perry ange. The Ohio Rifle Associa- 
tion matches will be shot at the same time and place. 
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Lieut. Col. William A. Glassford, U.S.A., chief signal 
officer of the Department of the Columbia, has done so 
much for the development of the telegraph system and 
other important interests in Alaska that his prospective 
transfer to another post is regarded by the business 
leaders of the Pacific coast with sincere regret. Apropos 
to the statement that he will shortly be transferred to 
Fort Omaha, the Seattle Post-Intelligencer remarks: 
“Colonel Glassford has made the Government’s Alaskan 
eable pay its way and for its improvements, and has 
had the line duplexed and its capacity doubled, to the 
great stimulus and benefit of Alaska. If those who have 
come in contact with Colonel Glassford, and are familiar 
with his work in this community, could have their way, 
he would be retained here; but the work which is before 
him, that of experimenting with dirigible balloons, is 
the most fascinating, most novel and of most importance 
in the line of his profession, and his work here is prac- 
tically accomplished. Certain influences which have 
tried, without success, to use Colonel Glassford for their 





purposes, have endeavored to make his stay here un- 
pleasant, but when he goes he certainly can take with 
him the assurance that he has the confidence, good will 
and esteem of the respectable and substantial part of 
this community, that his leaving will be greatly re- 
gretted, and that his advancement in his profession will 
be supported and approved by the best public sentiment 
of the city of Seattle.” . 


Dr. Victor G. Heiser, Director of Health of the 
Philippine Islands, in his report for the last quarter of 
the year 1906, states that the health conditions of the 
Philippine Islands have so greatly improved that it has 
been proposed to discontinue the daily bulletin of com- 
municable diseases. ‘This is the first time during the 
last three years that such a course could even be con- 
templated. While other factors may have contributed 
to improve sanitary conditions, due credit should be 
given to the faithful work that has been done through- 
out the islands. The satisfactory outlook may be signifi- 
cant of better times, of better conditions, and a better 
understanding. Speaking of last year’s outbreak of 
Asiatic cholera in the islands, Doctor Heiser says: ‘“The 
difficulty of combating an epidemic of Asiatic cholera 
among people who do not believe in the germ theory of’ 
disease can only be appreciated by those who have tried 
it, the generally accepted idea being that the disease is 
of divine origin or is caused by evil spirits. Their remedy 
lies in St. Roch, the saint to whom they appeal in times 
of plagues, hence religious processions have far more 
influence upon the popular mind than do the quiet scien- 
tific methods of the sanitarium.” 
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A correspondent, “A Bluejacket,” suggests that in con- 
nection with the display of our fleet at Hampton Roads 
at the Jamestown Exposition each ship should have a “his- 
tory tablet” in a fairly conspicuous place to tell all visit- 
ors of the battles that that ship has taken part in. In 
the case of a ship that has ro war service, but which 
bears a name that has been honored in the past, the 
history tablet should show that fact. A careful stu- 
dent of history will note several historic names in our 
battleship fleet. Our correspondent says: “Such history 
tablets will be found on all English ships that bear a 
name that has appeared before on their navy list. I doubt 
if more than half of the men who serve on the Tennessee 
or Minnesota will be able to tell anything about the his- 
tory of the name that their ships bear. This plan could 
no doubt be adopted by a fleet order and it should be done 
to foster a greater degree of respect for the names that 
we wear on our caps and to awaken a greater pride on 
the part of our visitors who will come from every corner 
of the country. This would be a good plan at any time, 
but especially good on such an occasion as the James- 
town Exposition.” 
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Civil Engr. R. E. Peary, U.S.N., has applied for and 
received permission from the Navy Department for a two 
years’ leave of absence to prosecute his search for the 
North Pole. It is understood that this is to be his last 
attempt and he hopes to make it a successful one. It is 
understood that he has raised the money necessary to de- 
fray the expenses of the undertaking and that he will re- 
employ the ship Roosevelt after sufficient repairs have 
been made to her. He is very hopeful of success and it 
is generally believed here that he stands a far better 
show of reaching the North Pole than any who have 
tried for it. His failures, if they may be termed such, 
have run yery close to victory and failed of it only by a 
close margin. He clings to his original methods, dogs, 
sledges and Esquimaux and a rapid dash to the north 
over the ice-fields. In this connection it is intimated here 
that Mr. Walter Wellman, who purposed reaching the 
Same point by means of a balloon, is not so confident as 
he was two years ago and that it is far more likely that 
Mr. Peary will succeed. Of course, the outcome will be 
the test of these beliefs. 
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The last number of the Journal of the American So- 
ciety of Naval Engineers opens with an interesting ac- 
count of the cruise of the Dewey from Solomon’s Island 
to Olongapo, written by Comdr. Frank M. Bennett, U.S. 
N., in command of the Glacier, one of the convoying fleet. 
It is interesting from the fact that it ig the professional 
description of one of the most notable events in our na- 
val history. The details of this history of the cruise of 
the Dewey are largely from an engineering standpoint, and 
go far to demonstrate that the American sailor and en- 
gineer is capable of carrying to a successful issue any 
problem however difficult, and in “obedience to orders” 
performing the impossible. Commander Bennett is decid- 
erly picturesque in some portions of his description, and 
in forceful language criticizes the lack of preparation for 
the tremendous undertaking. The actual expense of tow- 
ing the Dewey was $58,000, in coal alone.

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IN TIME OF PEACE PREPARE FOR WAR. 


In any discussion of the training of troops it should 
always be borne in mind that the ultimate end of all in- 
struction is to train soldiers to march and to fight. All 
methods which do not tend toward these objectives should 
be discarded. The most important step is the training 
of officers. Unless they be thoroughly and practically 
trained, no army can be efficient. 

The present method of instruction in the garrison and 
Service schools tends to curb the initiative of the young- 
er officers. Certain of the text books are obsolete, and 
yet officers are required to learn them by heart and to 
jnemorize tables and figures that are in error. As an 
example: Brack’s ‘Manual of Field Engineering’’ states 
that the shrapnel used by the Field Artillery contains 
202 bullets. An instructor in that class last year told 
his class: ‘It does not make any difference if the present 
schrapnel does contain 262 and not 202 bullets. You 
must remember you are to be examined on this ‘book’.” 
Probzbly every officer in the Service can recall similar 
incidents, 

It seems peculiar that officers of the Army should thus 
be instrueted as school boys, and required to learn a daily 
lesscu. The mere fact that an officer must pass an 
exajuination on the book ensures his studying it, and 
the «me of recitation should be spent in a discussion 
and omplification of the methods in the book. An officer 
would thus have an incentive to go farther than the book 
to bring in outside reading and to hear the opinions and 
experiences of other officers. If the present system of 
“honor graduates” in the Service schools and of allowing 
officers to know what marks they made in subjects were 
done away with, this matter would adjust itself, 

In the field training of officers the maneuvers of recent 
years have brought out the fact that many of our cap- 
tains and field officers are wofully ignorant and inexperi- 
enced in the command of combined arms, having spent 
all their service in one branch, they have lost touch with 
the others. Would it not be possible to correct this by 
designating one month in the year during which all 
junicr officers not in command of companies should be 
transferred during that month by the post commander 
to other branches where there is more than one branch 
at that post, i.e., a lieutenant of Infantry be assigned to 
troops or a battery, and a lieutenant of Artillery or 
Cavairy sent to the Infantry. During this month all 
training should be essentially practical. The experience 
so acquired would be of incalculable benefit in later 
years. The duties of our officers has not yet become so 
specialized that an officer should not be prepared to com- 
mand other troops than his own. 

The idea of the present system of practice marches is 
to harden the men and horses and keep them in good 
condition. Would any athlete training for an important 
event go out only.one day a week and put in a hard 
day's work? Would he not rather exercise a moderate 
amount every day? ‘The present method causes discon- 
tent among the enlisted men and serves no good end. If, 
instead of a practice march, one day in the week were 
devoted to minor tactical problems in which all the troops 
in a post were engaged, far more practical results would 
be obtained. In addition to these, the three days’ camp 
and — every month breaks the monotony of garri- 
son lite, 

The present system of small arms target practice does 
not by any means represent service conditions. The 
soldier goes on a range on which the distances are ac- 
curately known, and the target is large and conspicuous. 
He fires his first shot and immediately the marker indi- 
cates the exact point of the target which he hit. He 
then adjusts his sights until he works on to the bull’seye. 
Would a kindly enemy indicate to our sharpshooters 
how close their bullets were coming to him? Or would 
such a conspicuous target ever be offered? 

For instruction and training of the recruit the present 
preliminary practice should be retained, but in the record 
practice only the total score should be signalled from the 
target butts. This would train the men to use their 
own eyes and judgment in estimating where their shots 
were hitting. In the sharpshooters’ and expert rifle- 
men’s tests the targets should all be black silhouettes 
placed at unknown distances. Under the present system 
of concentrating troops in brigade posts there will be 
artillery ranges available where such target practice 
could }e conducted. 

_ In conclusion let us state that no method of training 
is good enough for our Army unless it is the best method, 
and the energy and enthusiasm with, which these prob- 
lems are being attacked ensures thetr ultimate solution.

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DECISION AS TO CUMULATIVE SENTENCES. 


It will be remembered that in 1905 Capt. George W. 
Kirkman, 25th Inf., was tried by two courts-martial and 
in eac case sentenced to be dismissed from the Service, 
and to suffer under the first sentence two years’ confine- 
ment in the penitentiary, and in the second case, one year. 
Both sentences were approved by the President on the 
Same day, namely, June 15, 1905. Captain Kirkman was 
sent for confinement to the U.S. Penitentiary, at Leaven- 
worth. When the first term with the abatement for good 
conduct had expired, he applied to the Circuit Court of 
the United States, District of Kansas, for a writ of ha- 
beas corpus on the ground that the sentences in his case 
under existing rules of law were concurrent and not cu- 
mulative, _ The warden at the penitentiary in his return 
to the writ maintained that the sentences of confinement 
were under law governing the Army cumulative and that, 
therefore, he legally held the prisoner for service of sen- 
tence. Judge Pollock, in his opinion discharging the 
writ, upheld the sufficiency of the return, stating that 
the question raised for decision was not the rule applica- 
ble io sentences imposed by civil courts in this country, 
but the applicability or inappiicability of that rule to sen- 
tences imposed by the military courts of the country; 
while under the civil law the sentences would not be cu- 
mulative, unless so definitely stated by the court in the 
Sentences imposed; yet, under military law and the regu- 
lations purposed in connection therewith, the rule is that 
AR sex ond sentence shall be executed upon expiration of the 
first. ‘This decision upholds a military practice of long 
Standing, recognized in A.R. 981, and Dig. Ops., J.A.G. 
1489 and 1481, the contrary ® the established rule in 
civil courts. The Kirkman sentences were published in 
ee No. 9%, W.D., June 17, 1905, and it will be seen

evinced a lively interest in the question, and this with an 
exhaustive opinion from the Judge-Advocate General, 
were of great assistance in the result obtained. Omitting 
the statements of facts and the citation of authorities, the 
decision is as follows: 

Pollock, district judge: As the petition for the writ 
was filed in this court on February 8, of the present year, 
and the writ issued on the fourth day of this present 
month,-and as the term of sentence as claimed by the pe- 
titioner began to run on the 15th of June, 1905, it is quite 
clear the sentence of two years imposed under the pro- 
ceedings first instituted against him had expired, neither 
at the date of the filing of the petition nor at the date the 
writ was issued, nor even on this 7th day of March, 1907, 
when the case was submitted for decision upon the peti- 
tion and the return of the writ, unless allowance of time 
for good behavior, as claimed by the petitioner, be made. 
But as the case has been submitted for decision on the 
return of the writ, the truth of which is admitted, on the 
theory that such return does not constitute a legal justifi- 
cation for the detention of the petitioner, admitted by the 
Warden, and as no proofs have been offered in support 
of the claim made for good behavior in the petition, and 
as the return does not admit allowance to the petitioner 
of time for good behavior, it may well be doubted whether 
in the present state of the record the petitioner has shown 
himself entitled to his discharge, even though his conten- 
tion that the sentences imposed run concurrently should 
be sustained, 

However, assuming for the purpose of this decision pe- 
titioner is entitled to an allowance of time for good be- 
havior as claimed by him, is he then entitled to his dis- 
charge under the facts above stated? 

Beyond doubt it is the settled rule in the civil courts of 
this nation (as the term civil is used in contra-distinction 
of military courts), when engaged in the exercise of their 
criminal jurisdiction, and also the settled rule in most if 
not all of the states of this Union, by virtue of common 
law principles, or in the exercise of express legislative au- 
thority, when imposing sentence upon an offender convict- 
ed on two or more counts in a criminal pleading. charging 
separate and distinct offenses, or in imposing sentence af- 
ter conviction against an offender in two or more cases in 
which distinct crimes are charged, then the terms of im- 
prisonment imposed may run consecutively or cumulative- 
ly instead of concurrently ; that is, the second term to be- 
gin at the expiration of the first, ete. 

However, conceding the poWer of the court in such case 
to impose sentence against an offender prescribing differ- 
ent terms of imprisonment to run consecutively, as a set- 
tled rule the sentence pronounced must clearly and defi- 
nitely express the purpose and intent that the terms are 
to be served consecutively or it will be held the terms run 
concurrently and not cumulatively. 

In harmony with these principles, had the sentence of 
imprisonment imposed by the general courts-martial 
against the petitioner been imposed by a civil court of 
the country for the infraction of a criminal statute of the 
land, they would of necessity have run concurrently and 
not cumulatively, and petitioner would in such case be en- 
titled to his discharge as demanded by him, for the lan- 
guage employed evidences no intent to impose accumula- 
tive terms of imprisonment, and although rendered by 
separate courts and on different days, yet from the nature 
of the punishment imposed they could not become opera- 
tive or be executed until approved by the President and 
the place of imprisonment had been by him designated, 
in accordance with the 106th Article of War. 

The question here raised for decision, however, is not 
the rule applied to sentences imposed by civil courts of 
this country, but the applicability or inapplicability of 
that rule to sentences imposed by the military courts of 
the country. 

Are the rules of law applied to the judgments of such 
courts by reason of the law of their creation, the practice 
and proceedings there in obtaining, or in the very nature 
of things, such as to preclude the giving of the same effect 
to their sentences imposed as would be given to judg- 
ments of conviction imposed by civil tribunals in the ex- 
ercise of their criminal jurisdiction? * * * 

The law administered by courts-martial consists of the 
Articles of War and the regulations and instructions 
sanctioned by the President as Commander-in-Chief of the 
Army, for the government of the Army under the Consti- 
tution. Courts-martial possess the same full, complete 
and plenary jurisdiction over offenses committed against 
military law as have civil courts of the country over con- 
troversies within their cognizance, and while acting with- 
in the sphere of such exclusive jurisdiction they are su- 

reme. , 
i As no coutroversy is raised in this case as to the juris- 
diction of the court over the person and offense charged, 
and as the power and jurisdiction to impose the separate 
punishments assessed against petitioner is unquestioned, 
and the law therein administered being ascertained, we 
come now to the question involved in this case, namely, 
the power to hold petitioner in imprisonment until the 
termination of both terms, notwithstanding the sentences 
imposed went into execution on the same day, are not in 
terms made to relate to each other, and are not in express 
words made to run consecutively. 

In considering this question it may be observed by the 
very contract of enlistment of a soldier in the Service of 
his country waives many of his civil rights and engages to 
be bound to implicit obedience of the orders of his su- 
periors and to the rules and regulations of the Service. 
To waive many of his constitutional rights obtaining in 
civil courts of justice when arraigned as a defendant for 
trial before a court-martial. Fan 

As said by Mr. Justice Brown, when on the District 
bench, in the United States vs. Clark, 31 Fed. 710: 


It would be extremely unwise for the civil courts to lay down 
general principles of law which would tend to impair that of 
the military arm, or which would seem to commend conduct 
prejudie.vl to good order and military discipline. An ‘army is 
a necessity—perhaps I ought to say an unfortunate necessity — 
under every svstem of government, and no civilized state in 
modern times has been able to dispense with one. To insure 
efficiency, an army must be, to a certain extent a despotism. 
Each officer, from the general to the corporal, is invested with 
an arbitrary power over these beneath him, and the soldier 
who enlists in the army waives, in some particulars, his rights 
as a civilian, surrenders his personal liberty during . the term 
of his enlistment, and consents to come and go at the will of 
his superior officers. He agrees to become amenable to the 
military courts, to be disciplined for offenses unknown to the 
civil law, to relinquish his right of trial by jury, and to re- 
ceive punishments which, to the civilian, seem out of all pro- 
portion to the magnitude of the offense. 


In so far as I have been able to determine, the question 
here presented is not ruled by any adjudicated case and 


_its solution in reason must depend upon the law adminis- 


tered by courts-martial, and the rules and precedents 
which govern and control in that department of ‘the gov- 
ernment. While it may be true the construction placed 
upon the articles of war and the rules and regulations for 
the government of the Army promulgated by the executive 
through the Secretary of War by the commanding officer 
of a military department, though approved "by the ‘Sécre- 


tary of War, are not binding upen the Judicial Depart- 
ment, yet they are entitled to great weight. It is not for 
the Judicial Department of the government to in anywise 
control or direct proceedings in the military courts of the 
country by such forms of procedure or methods of prac- 
tice as they might approve. The same effect must be 
given to the judgments and sentences of .courts-martial 
imposed by them against offenders in the exercise of their 
exclusive military jurisdiction under the Constitution, as 
would be given by such courts if the question arose in a 
matter over which such courts had cognizance, unless it 
may be said upon the record presented such judgment is 
void for want of jurisdiction, or because it was rendered 
under a law clearly unconstitutional, or for some other 
cause. 

Coming then to a consideration of the precise question 
here involved, the legal effect of the sentences imposed 
upon petitioner as a justification to the warden for his ad- 
mitted detention of petitioner, it is clear to my mind such 
legal intent must be founded in the law administered by 
courts-martial imposing the sentence against petitioner, 
as construed by those officers of the War Department of 
the government learned in military law, and its practice 
as enunciated in the adjudicated cases emanating “from 
that department, for, as has been said, while such rulings 
may not be binding upon this court, yet they are entitled 
to great weight and consideration, and should not be over- 
thrown except for the most cogent reasons and upon un- 
doubted grounds. As said by the Supreme Court in Unit- 
ed States vs. Healy, 160 U.S. 136: “When the practice 
in a department in interpreting a statute is uniform, and 
the meaning of the statute, upon examination, is found to 
be doubtful or obscure, this court will accept the inter- 
pretation by the department as the true one.” As said 
by that court in Railroad vs. Whitney, 1382 U.S. 366: 
“It is true that the decisions of the Land Department on 
matters of law are not binding upon this court, in any 
sense, but on questions similar to the one involved in this 
case they are entitled to great respect at the hands of any 
court.” And, again, as said by that court in United 
States vs. Moore, 95 U.S. 760: “The construction given 
to a statute by those charged with the duty of executing 
it is always entitled to the most respectful consideration, 
and ought not to be overruled without cogent reasons. * * 
The officers concerned are usually able men, and masters 
of the subject. Not unfrequently they are the draftsmen 
of the laws they are afterwards called upon to interpret.” 

What, therefore, are the regulations sanctioned and 
promulgated by the President for the government of the 
Army which are administered as the law by courts-mar- 
tial, and what are the rulings applicable to the sentences 
pronounced by such courts against offenders as construed 
by men learned in military law charged with its enforce- 
ment as applied to this particular case? 

The language of the return made by the Warden in re- 
sponse to the writ issued in this case reads: ‘That dur- 
ing arrest pending trial on charges above mentioned he, 
said Kirkman, upon further offenses charged as commit- 
ted by him during said arrest, was again duly arraigned 
before a general court-martial convened by Special Or- 
ders, No, 47.” Paragraph 981 of the Army Regulations 
provide: ‘When soldiers either undergoing or awaiting 
sentence commit offenses for which they are tried and sen- 
tenced, the second sentence shall be executed upon the ex- 
piration of the first.’ 

This regulation, as has been seen, is embodied in and 
forms a part of the law administered by courts-martial. 
Under the language of the return which is admitted by 
the petitioner to be true, this regulation is directly appli- 
cable to and decisive of the question involved, had peti- 
tioner been a private soldier instead of an officer of the 
rank of captain, the insistence of petitioner being this 
regulation does not control here for that reason. What- 
ever may be the distinction in the Service as the term 
soldier and officer are used in common parlance, I am 
inclined to the opinion the word soldier as employed in 
this regulation is used in its general significance and is 
applicable to petitioner. - 

The regulation above quoted would seem from the au- 
thorities on the subject to be the outgrowth of a general 
rule of procedure obtaining in military law long prior to 
its announcement. That is to say, the regulations sprang 
from the law, and not the law from the regulation. * * * 

The above rulings (those of the’ J.1A.G. Department 
omitted) formulate and contain whatfias been the settled 
practice of the War Department 6f our government on 
the subject now under investigation for more than one- 
third of a century, and these rulings are known and un- 
derstood of all men learned in military affairs. 

Such being the settled and well known practice of the 
War Department, and as petitioner is now held in con- 
finement in conformity- to such established practice in 
execution of the judgments imposed by courts-martial, 
while such practice is not in harmony with that which 
obtains in civil courts of this country, yet, I am fully 
convinced from the fact he became an officer of the Army 
engaged in the service of his country, he is not entitled 
to insist on the rules of Jaw applicable to sentences im- 
posed by the civil courts of his country in the exercise of 
their criminal jurisdiction being now employed to effec- 
tuate his release from confinement legally imposed under 
the known and well established practice and procedure 
followed by military courts in the exercise of their exclu- 
sive jurisdiction and in conformity with the Article of 
War and Regulations promulgted by the President for 
the government of the Service to which he was subject 
when he committed the offenses charged, and to the au- 
thority of which he must bow. It follows, the return 
made by the Warden must be held to be a complete juris- 
diction for the restraint of petitioner, and the petition be 
dismissed. 

It is so ordered.

JAPANESE NAVAL CONDITIONS. 


Some interesting comment on Japanese naval condi- 


tions has been written for the London Chronicle by the 
naval correspondent of that journal. It is in part as fol- 
lows: 

“Japanese gunnery experts who watched the recent 
prize firirig of the British China squadron consider that 
the Admiralty made a mistake in treating the six-inch 
gun as an obsolete weapon. They hold that battles will 
be won at sea as much by the moral effect of the burst- 
ing of shells outsidé as ‘by the material results of shell 
‘fire in a heavy sea. : 

“They say that hydraulic-worked guns will never be 
worked as quickly or laid as accurately as hand-worked 
‘guns. If the Dreadnought could always arrange to fight 
outside a limit of 8,000: yards. of the enemy. she would 
not’ feel the ;want of six-inch guns, but times must oceur 
when light and sea conditions will make. it necessary to 
“¢elose inside a zone of 6,000 yards. It is understood that 
~the ‘Japanese Dreadnought wilh. .carry twelve six-inch 

uns, i 
. “Japatiese naval discipline isa marvelous thing to 
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English eyes. ‘There are no ship police and there is prac- 
tically no code of punishment. An officer remonstrates 
with a faulty man. He reminds him of his ancestors and 
appeals to his love of country. If the man is recalcitrant 
the officer slaps his face once or twice. That brings him 
to his senses. 

“The relations between officers and men are fraternal, 
like the French, and owing to the absence of physical pun- 
ishments and also of crime the terms existing on the 
upper and lower decks are described as ideal. Since the 
war, however, there has been a slightly greater tendency 
to drink on the part of seamen. 

“It is a mistake to think that the Japanese have copied 
the Engiish navy in other than mechanical points in con- 
struction and the arrangement and dress of material. 
They think for themselves on higher discipline, strategy 
and tactics. The arrangements for the victory of the 
Straits of Tsushima were worked out by a lieutenant 
on the staff at Tokio. Admiral Togo. to his eternal 
honor, accepted the plans of his junior, who has since 

been promoted to the rank of commander.” 








A DEFENSE OF THE N.G.N.Y. 


A correspondent in the N.Y. Sun, who signs himself 
“A Captain of the Line,” writes an interesting letter 
relative to the great cry made in some quarters for a 
legislative investigation, and points out a few facts that 
would be brought out. The following are extracts from 


the letter: 

It would have been found that an average of eighty- 
eight per cent. of the 15,000 guardsmen spend at least 
one night a week during the drill season at the armory 
ef their organization, not playing tennis or basketball, 
nor listening to the band, nor wearing gold lace, but 
working through a two-hour drill or shooting at a rifle 
range in a cellar. This large body of men is as patriotic 
and as self-restrained a set as could be found anywhere 
in the world: patriotic because they volunteer their serv- 
ices to the State purely for the love they bear the flag 
under which they live; self-restrained because they bear 
with fortitude the sneers of the neophyte and the know- 
nothing, as well as those of the civilian critic whose study 
of the military equipment of the State is confined to his 
review of a Decoration Day parade or some function of a 
similar character. 

The officers of this huge organization are gentlemen 
who have given years of their time to the service in order 
to fit themselves for the positions they hold. They have 
labored under most adverse circumstances on many 0oc- 
casions, particularly when they have had to contend with 
officials placed at their head at Albany, who have no 
more idea of the real workings of the Guard than a 
babe unborn. Particularly doés this statement apply to 
the matter of enlisting new men and keeping the strength 
of organizations above the minimum required by law. 

Keeping in mind the fact that there is not one cent of 
pay allowed, except during the eight days which the 
guardsmen spend in camp every two years, upon which oc- 
casion they receive $1.50 a day and upward, according to 
rank, the question that will naturally present itself is, 
Why do they do it? The answer to, that question would 
be the exact truth: God only knows. 

As to the graft charges, the investigators would have 
found that until recently the armory floors were rented 
during the afternoons, when they were absolutely useless 
for any State purpose whatsoever, to, say, tennis clubs. 
The money so derived is turned over to a committee of 
regimental officers for the use and benefit of the organiza- 
tions exclusively. 

It should also be said that the Major General command- 
ing the National Guard of New York, like al] the other 
officers of the organization, is serving without pay; or to 
be exact, he is receiving the munificent sum of $50 a 
year, when there is an appropriation available te pay it. 
The certificate of fitness of the present commander in- 
cludes the facts that he graduated from West Point and 
that he served as an officer in the Army of the United 
States from 1868 until 1888, in the National Guard of 
New York from 1889.until the present date, and in the 
U.S. Volunteers da the Spanish-American War. 

If the Guard hg@d,;been investigated honestly and in- 
telligently, the outcome, after months of labor and a heavy 
expense, would have been, I undertake to say, a reorgani- 
zation of one department that for years has smacked of 
opera bouffe, and the permission to officers to have a few 
of the liberties while in the armories which they are in 
the habit of according to themselves elsewhere.

SUPPLY OF INFANTRY AMMUNITION. 


A writer in the New York Sun who discusses the ques- 
tion of increasing the supply of ammunition on the battle- 
field, to provide for the increased rapidity of fire, says: 
“All nations are striving to increase the number of rounds 
carried by the soldier. The Germans have accomplished 
this to a certain extent with their rifle “98” and their 
so-called “S” ammunition, a pointed bullet of small 
weight but high velocity. The number of rounds that 
could be carried by the soldier was raised from 120 to 
150. _ The French are seeking to contro] the expenditure 
of ammunition by limiting the occasions when individual 
rapid fire, which wasted so much ammunition, could be 
used, prescribing targets of special importance and adopt- 
ing the so-called rafale fire. The French army is also 
at work on the problem of how, without increasing the to- 
tal weight carried by the soldier, the number of rounds 
of ammunition carried can be raised to 200 a man. 

“The Japanese believed that the more the fire action is 
condensed (delivered in short periods of time) the greater 
its effect, and hence that victory can be insured only by 
the long continued use or expenditure of a large amount 
of ammunition. The Japanese increased the supply of 
ammunition by laying aside their knapsacks and making 
a roll of their pack, which was carried in a long bag over 
one shoulder en bandoliére. Into this roll, which con- 
tained two or three days’ rations, the soldier stuck as 
many rounds of ammunition as he could get, often 200 to 
250. Others wore their overcoats into action and filled 
their pockets with cartridges. Each company had a light 
ammunition cart carrying about 16,000 founds, but the 
poor roads prevented its use, and pack animals were pre- 
ferred, or light wagons drawn by horses or coolies, or 
even carried by coolies. Data are available only for the 
earlier actions, and f these it appears that at the bat- 
tle of the Yalu the Japanese troops fired seventy-five 
rounds a rifle: at Kintchow the troops most ene 

fired 143 shots a rifie. The troops were seldom 

of ammunition, but this did happen with one regiment 

in the Yala fight, with several battalions of Nodzu’s army 
at Liao-Yang, and once before Port Arthur at 203-Meter 


Hill. 
“The Russian troops carried 120 rounds according to 





regulations, and each battalion had a two-horse ammuni- 
tion wagon with 14,400 rounds, each company a one-horse 
cart with 6,600 rounds, so that in all there were seventy 
rounds per man in the vehicles. The division park had 
twenty-four wagons each with 14,400 rounds, and the 
method of supply was similar to that of all modern arm- 
ies. Like the Japanese, the Russians made every effort 
to give the troops going into action as many rounds as 
possible. Each man had from 250 to 300 rounds, which 
he carried in his knapsack or in his pockets. Their battle 
tacties were mainly defensive, so that they could readily 
prepare beforehand for a good ammunition supply. At 
Liao-Yang, for example, Kuropatkin ordered each com- 
pany to have a reserve of 2,000 rounds, and at Mukden 
each battalion had a reserve supply of 60,000 rounds. In 
spite of this apparently enormous supply the Russians 
were often out of ammunition, far oftener than the Jap- 
anese, This was due, of course, to waste of ammunition. 
At Liao-Yang on Aug. 30, 1904, the 36th Regiment of 
Infantry fired 416,800 rounds, the 34th (only two bat- 
talions present) 000 rounds, or in both about 160 
shots a man. Other regiments fired on single days 400 
rounds per man, and on the Shaho one regiment after 
firing 220 rounds per man had only three or four rounds 
left when the Japanese arrived at 160 yards distance. 
The cause of this great expenditure of ammunition was 
the tactical error of firing unaimed volleys at 1,600 to 
1,100 yards, and poor, unaimed rapid fire at small, unim- 
portant targets.”

CRITIC OF WEST POINT METHODS. 


To THE EpiTor OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

I have read with much interest the article by “‘Cadet”’ 
in your last issue, on the defensive side of the question of 
changes at West Point. Is not “Cadet’s” article the best 
proof of the degeneration of West Point under the influ- 
ences which have brought about such radical changes in 
the last seven or eight years? The fact that a cadet 
(probably a first classman), a man with no experience 
either of the world or of educational methods, other than 
those he has undergone at West Point, a man young in 
years and immature, should criticise the opinions of men 
who have passed through the Academy in years gone by; 
men who by years of experience in contact with the 
world have developed judgment; men who in service 
have contrasted the graduate of to-day with the grad- 
uate of twenty years ago and are reasonably sure of 
their conclusions; I say the fact of a cadet’s mak- 
ing answer to these opinions and conclusions, and in the 
style of that answer furnishes abundant proof that some- 
thing is radically wrong at West Point. That system of 
education which for a century has turned out such men 
as have officered our Army in past years, we know is 
good. Any changes that come about in the line of prog- 
ress, and West I’oint must progress as the world pro- 
gresses, must come about slowly and each step must prove 
its self the right one before another is taken. No soldier 
is bred in luxury. Justice under all circumstances is the 
root of discipline. The fact vf one member of the Aca- 
demic Board exercising the right to three votes, does more 
to unsettle the mind of cadets as to the absolute justice 
of Army methods, than all of the teaching inculcating 
that idea that can be done in a year. I am strongly with 
the older graduates who desire to see the rigid :simplicity 
of old times, and with it the high sense of honor and jus- 
tice in both cadets and officers which in days gone. by has 
made the reputation of West Point world-wide.

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WHAT THE INFANTRY REQUIRES. 


To THE Eptror OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

To remove the hopelessness in the future for the Infan- 
try, the basis of the Army, there should be a Chief of In- 
fantry with rank of brigadier general to be appointed for 
four years and to be eligible for reappointment. The rec- 
emmendation for appointment or reappointment to be 
made by the general officers (on the active list) who have 
been appointed from the Infantry. The recommendations 
to be made by letter to the Chief of Staff (through the 
Adjutant General) to be forwarded to the Secretary of 
War, by whom the condemnatory opinions or recommen- 
dations of these generals shall be laid before the President 
for his action. ~ 

2. The Chief of Infantry to be a member of the Gen- 
eral Staff ex-officio as is the Chief of Artillery. 

3. To be brigadier general, with station at Washing- 
ton, D.C. 

4. To hold office by detail for four years, but to be eli- 
gible for reappointment. 

5. To be selected on recommendation of general officers 
(now on the active list) appointed from the Infantry. 

G6. That the Infantry arm be increased to sixty regi- 
ments of two battalions each in peace—the third bat- 
talion to be organized for war only. 

7. Captains of the Infantry should be mounted and re- 
ceive mounted pay. 

8. The pay of all officers should be raised to corres- 
pond with the great increase in cost of living since 1870 
—say 20 per cent. 

- The following reasons should be brought to the atten- 
tion of those in authority as well as Congress: 

The Infantry is the basis of all armies and no campaign 
or decisive battle has been won in modern times except by 
the use of efficient infantry. The esprit de corps of the 
Infantry being injured or destroyed the whole army will 
suffer. No matter how efficient the other arms may be, 
without efficient infantry success is impossible. From the 
conditions now existing the Infantry are discouraged and 
almost hopeless, Of the twenty-two general officers, only 
seven are from the Infantry, and of the major generals, 
now on the active list, none have been appointed from the 
Infantry. The Chief of Staff is a broad-minded, very able 
soldier and, I think, as good a man as could be found in 
the whole Army for the position, but his sympathy and 
knowledge will be naturally colored by his service with 
and appointment from another branch of the Service. 
This makes necessary a Chief of Infantry who can and 
will see that the needs and usefulness of that branch of 
the Service are duly recognized and utilized, but without 
prejudice to any other branch of the Service. Excluding 
the lieutenant general (who is no longer an active fac- 
tor) of the first,eight ranking generals of the Army seven 
are from the Cavalry, or with Cavalry line service, and as 
some of them will be in the Service for many years, there 
is but little hope for most of the field officers of Infantry 
who are fifty years or over.

I should think the fierce hostility of Opecancanoug!: to 
the colonists would bar out his name. Had he been chief 
at the time of the first Powhatan, Jamestown would never 
have gotten a foothold on the banks of the James River. 
When there is a choice of a friend or a foe, who can hesi- 
tate? I feel sure you could not err in giving to your 
eamp the beautiful unhackneved name of the old In‘iap 
capital, Werowocomoco, the “Chief Place of Council.”

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POOR ARMY BANDS. 


To tHe Eprtor or THE ARMY AND Navy JourNAL: 
There is one organization in the Army that rece‘ves 
very little attention from anyone, and that is the band. 
Everything else is divided into corps and departments, 
and well taken care of by generals. It is no wonder that 
we have the poorest army bands of any country in the 
world, when they are allowed to exist without any atten- 
tion except what they may get from a chief musician. All 
over the civilized world we find army bands consisti::< of 
an average of eighty good musicians with commissioned 
bandmasters, whereas we are lucky to have twenty oF 
thirty indifferent men in ours, some averaging not more 
than sixteen men for years. It would seem that sme 
real effort should be made to supply our bands witli 2 
proper complement of instrumentation, but unfortunately 
our supplications are but faintly heard, and until some 
strong champion of good bands is born we will have le 
get along on half a loaf. Proportionately one-third of 
the men in our army ds have been taken from com- 
panies, troops or batteries, and are given such insfruc 
tion on the less difficult instruments as the chief musi©:an 
can spare time for, and there are cases where privates 
from companies who know nothing of music are offe 
corporalcies in a band merely to induce them to lea? 
music. It would seem to devolve on higher authority '¢ 
furnish bandsmen in some manner or other. ——

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Under instruction from the President, the War De- 
partment has accepted the offer of Homer Davenport to 
test an Arabian stallion in his possession for an endur- 
ance ride from Silverton, Oregon, to New York city, the 
start to be made within a few days. The matter was in- 
itiated iu a letter written by Davenport, who has gained 
a wide reputation as a cartoonist and also as a breeder 
of Arabian horses and pheasants, to the President, in 
which he said that he desired to be considered as a man 
of practicability as well as one who was an enthusiast on 
the subject of Arabian stock. He said that he had talked 
and written for publication on the topic, but was most 
anxious that a practical test be made of his theories. For 
that reason he wished that one of his stallions be given a 
thorough try-out at the long distance mentioned. At the 
same time he said that he was about to drive 100 miles 
in ten hours one of his Arab stallions, an animal which 
had never before been in harness. The original offer was 
dated Mareh 9 and in it Mr. Davenport wrote that he 
would like to have the trial made starting prior to April 
1 in order that the ride might conclude before the coming 
of warm weather. He emphasized the educational value 
of the ride and it is probable that, should it be successful, 
the President will issue instructions for the improvement 
of Cavalry and Artillery horses by the infusion of Arab 
plood. ‘The offer was transmitted to the General Staff 
with a question from the President as to whether or not 
it would involve cruelty to the animal. The reply made 
on this point was that the hardship would fall upon the 
rider rather than upon the horse, and as a result 2d Lieut. 
kK. R. Warner McCabe, 6th Cav., now undergoing a course 
of instruction at Fort Riley, has been designated as the 
rider. It is the purpose of the War Department to make 
minute examinations of the physical conditions of the 
horse and its rider at the various stages of the tour and 
thereon compile statistics which will be valuable in the 
future. It has required Mr. Davenport to bear the cost 
of subsistence of the horse during the journey and also 
to pay the difference between the regular allowance of 
the orderly who will accompany Lieutenant McCabe and 
his actual expenses. To this Mr. Davenport in his en- 
thusiasm for the superior endurance of the Arab horse 
has agreed. In this connection it may be said that the 
longest ride of which the Department has any cognizance 
is that made by Lieutenant Bassov, of the Russian artil- 
lery, who left Hersoo, Manchuria, Sept. 14, 1905, and 
rode to St. Petersburg, arriving May 15, 1906, covering 
5.707 miles in eight months and three days. 
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The monument to the dead of the ist U.S. Volunteer 
Cavalry, which has been erected by the Rough Riders’ 
Natioual Monument Society at Arlington Cemetery, was 
dedicated by Tresident Roosevelt Friday afternoon, April 
12, at 4:30 o’clock. The ceremony was in charge of 
Gen. George IL Harries. The Army was represented by 
three batteries of Artillery and a squadron of the 13th 
Cavalry from Fort Meyer. Music for the occasion was 
furnished by the 13th Cavalry band, the Engineers’ band, 
fron Washington Barracks, and the District National 
Guard band. The ground about the monument was appro- 
priately decorated, and the graves of the Rough Riders 
buried in Arlington were covered with flowers. The 
officers of the society, through whose efforts the monu- 
ment was erected, are: Mrs. Allyn K. Capron, president 
and treasurer; Eldridge E. Jordan, vice-president, 
Charles E. Hunter, Major W. H. H. Llewellyn, Capt. 
James It. Church, U.S.A., Chaplain H. A. Brown, U.S.A., 
hoard of directors. The society was organized June 15, 
1906. All funds were secured by subscription. The 
monument cost $2,500, and all but a small part has been 
paid, the remainder being pledged. The monument is a 
solid block of Barre (Vt.) granite. On one side is a 
bronze tablet, the design of which was suggested by 
Major J. T. Knight and Major S. L. Faison, of the 
Quartermaster’s Department. It is a reproduction of 
the medal of the Rough Riders’ Regiment. Below a bar. 
bearing the name of the regiment are crossed sabers and 
the extended wings of the American eagle. Beneath is the 
medal proper, in the center of which are the letters, 
“RR.” while on the border are inscribed the names of 
the three battles in which the regiment engaged. The 
naires of the dead Rough Riders have been cut in the 
inarble, and a fund has been deposited in bank to pay 
the cost of further inscriptions, 
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The chief address of the evening at the meeting of the 
Wisconsin Commandery, M.O.L.L.U.8., at Milwaukee, 
a few nights since, was by Major W. A. Shunk, Sth Cav., 
US.A., whose subject was “The Vicksburg Campaign.” 
After referring to the efforts of the Confederates to 
firmly plant themselves on the Kentucky border, he de- 
scribed the campaigns which resulted in the, capture of 
Fort Henry, Fort Donelson, Bowling Green, Mill Springs, 
Cumberland Gap, and other points by the Union Army. 
Major Shunk said in part: “From the Union point of 
view, strategy - required that complete control of the 
Mississippi be gained, thus cutting the Confederacy into 
two disconnected parts. A glance at the map will show 
what a calamity this would have been for the Confed- 
eracy. The Southern leaders were thoroughly alive to 
the danger. ‘They.thvroughly fortified many points on 
the river, They also prepared a fleet of eight ironclad 
rams and gunboats, which fought: spirited battles. At 
Memphis, in June, 1862, all but one of the Confederate 
vessels were destroyed.” Major Shunk devoted some 
time to speaking of General Grant, who worked at great 
disadvantages, but all of the time apparently with a view 
to the capture and destruction of the fortified positions. 
The numerous things which came up to trouble General 
Grant ia those days were alluded to, and his hearers again 
wondered that the silent man of destiny, who two years 
later was in command of the Army, did not lose 
heart. Instead of that, the disasters seemed to re- 
double his courage, energy, and patriotism, and fitted 
him for vastly greater tasks. Following the above ad- 
dress short talks were made by Capt. F. H. Magdeburg, 
who saw service in the campaign at Vicksburg, and by 
Col. J. A. Watrous, who also served in the campaign. 
Short addresses were also given by Judges Warren D. 
Tarrant and L. W. Halsey, of the Circuit Court, who 
Were the guests of Major ©. H. Anson.

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From Laredo, Texas, a correspondent writes: “First 
Lieut. Charles E. McCullough, 15th U.S. Cav., who has 
been absent without leave for several months, has report- 
ed at Fort McIntosh. It will be remembered that he dis- 
appeared quite mysteriously from his station in Havana, 
Cuba, and it was feared that he had fallen into bad 
hands. He is at present in the hospital at Fort McIn- 
tosh for observation, as it is feared that his mind has be- 
come unbalanced by hard study. He has little knowledge 
of his whereabouts during the past few months and is un- 
der the impression that he is on a six months’ leave of 
ebsence. He claims that he ran short of funds and came 
here to get money enough to take him to his station in 
Havana. No cause could be ascribed for his absence 
other than that of meeting with foul play, for he had an 
enviable record in the Army and was very near his pro 
motion to captaincy. He enlisted in the Army in 1893 
and served five years in the 7th Cavalry. After getting 
his discharge he enlisted in the Illinois Cavalry for the 
Spanish War. He was commissioned in that regiment in 
1898. In September, 1899, he was appointed a second 
lieutenant of Cavalry and assigned to the 9th. His pro 
motion to first lieutenant came in 1901 and he was as- 
signed to his present regiment. Lieutenant McCullough 
was a great student and made a fine showing at Fort 
Leavenworth, graduating from the Infantry and Cavalry 
School in 1905 and the Staff College in 1906. He joined 
his regiment shortly after leaving Leavenworth at its sta- 
tion at Fort Ethan Allen, Vt., and went with it to Cuba.” 
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The Navy Department has addressed a letter to Capt. 
Richard G. Davenport, U.S.N., of the battleship Georgia, 
calling his attention to the complaints made by Chaplain 
Charles M. Charlton, US.N., of the same ship to the -ef- 
fect that at different times the latter has been unable to 
hold religious services at various times on the vessel. The 
letter calls attention to the provisions of the Navy regu- 
lations, which prescribe that such services shal] be held 
every Sunday unless unusual circumstances prevent. So 
far as the facts can be ascertained the Chaplain com- 
plained that he had on several occasions been debarred 
from the exercise of his office through the orders of the 
captain. The latter replied that upon one occasion the 
ship was coaling, at. the specific hour, and that at other 
times it was engaged in equally important duties. ‘The 
Chaplain thereupon asked to be transferred from the ship. 
The Department has refused his request and has merely 
called the attention of the Captain to the provisions of 
the regulations. It is said that the letter is in no sense 
a reprimand and should the Captain reply that the omis- 
sion of the religious services was to his mind a necessity, 
the matter will be promptly dropped by the Department. 
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President Roosevelt’s deep interest in the development 
of marksmanship in civilian organizations is again at- 
tested) in a Jetter to President Jahnz, of the National 
Schiitkenbund, which is to hold its fifth triennal shoot- 
ing festival_in Charleston, S.C., May 6 to May 14, of the 
present year. The letter follows: “I wish you hearty 
good luck in what you are doing for rifle shooting. Our 
country has a Regular Army of such small size (though, 
I may say in passing, of such trained efficiency as to be 
one of the best national assets) that in the event of war 
the great bulk of our forces wilf have to consist of vol- 
unteers. Accordingly, it is of prime importance that 
there should be a thorough familiarity with the use of 
the rifle among those of our people from whom the ranks 
of the volunteers would in time of war naturally be filled. 
Therefore, in helping raise the standard of marksman- 
ship among our people and in popularizing rifle shooting, 
the Schiitzenbund is performing a great service, for 
which the country is your debtor.” The President will 
fire the first shot at the festival, discharging a rifle by 
electrical connection leading direct from the White 
House. 
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Quite a number of promotions will result from the ap- 
pointment of Cols. E. D. Thomas, 11th Cav., and C. B. 
Hall, 18th Inf., to be brigadier generals. In the Cayv- 
alry arm the promotions will be: Lieut. Col. James 
Parker, 13th Cav., to colonel of the 11th Cavalry ; Major 
W. L. Finley, 9th Cav., to be lieutenant colonel; Capt. 
L. W. Cornish, 9th Cay., to be major; 1st Lieut. W. M. 
Craigie, Ist Cav., to be captain, and 2d Lieut. J. H. 
Read, jr.. 14th Cav., to be first lieutenant. The Infantry 
promotions will include Lieut. Col. T. F. Davis, Infantry, 
to be colonel, 18th Infantry. MajorCornish will now go 
on the retired list for disability, and Capt. T. R. Rivers, 
4th Cav.: 1st Lieut. S. Van Leer, 1st Cav., and 2d Lieut. 
C. A. Stott, 12th Cav., will be advanced in consequence. 
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Gen. Henry G. Sharpe, U.S.A., Commissary General, 
left Washington, D.C., April 6, accompanied by Major 
Harry L. Rogers, Pay Dept., on a tour of inspection of 
the Western purchasing agencies of the Commissary De- 
partment. He will stop at Chicago, Omaha, Kansas City, 
Fort Riley and Fort Leavenworth, Kan., and will be 
absent about ten days. A special feature of the trip will 
be the inspection of the school for Army cooks and bakers 
at Fort Riley, and it is General Sharpe’s purpose to en- 
deavor to extend that system of instruction to all the 
larger of the Army posts.

Major Gen. Frederick D. Grant will assume command 
of the Atlantic Division on the retirement of Major Gen. 
James F, Wade, April 14. The division will be abolished 
June 30, after which there will be a readjustment of com- 
mands. The promotion of Brig. Gen. Edward 8. Godfrey 
commandant of the Infantry and Cavalry School at Fort 
Riley, dates from Jan. 17; that of Brig. Gen. Alfred 
C. Markley from March 2, 1907, and that of Brig. Gen. 
Albert L, Myer from March 26, 1907. 
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The Cavalry Journal invited expression of opinion from 
officers concerning the caliber of pistol. Four hundred 
and twenty-one replies were received and of these only 
eight were in favor of the present pistol, the other 413 vot- 
ing for a larger caliber. There were three hundred and 
sixty-one votes in favor of .45 caliber and fifty-two in fa- 
vor of .50 caliber. Of the voters one hundred and four 
favored the automatic pistol, three hundred and three 
were opposed to it, and fourteen were undecided. 
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In a few days an order will be issued by the Navy De- 
partment instructing that under an act passed at the last 
Congress the outfits of enlisted men upon their first enlist- 
ment shall be charged against them at not to exceed $60, 
with the exception that in insular duty the charge shall 
be only $30, and in Samoa and in the case of Chinese 
mess attendants the charge shall be only $20,

Arrangement has been made for affording opportuni- 
ties for an exchange of officers of the Army and Navy so 
that officers of one Service might witness the target prac- 
tice of the other. The General Order bearing on this 
subject will be found under our Army head in this issue. 
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Ten thousand subcaliber target practice cartridges, .30 
caliber, will be manufactured for the use of the Army by 
the Ordnance Department. These cartridges are to be 
provided with the cannon primer and will be used in the 
2.95-inch mountain gun and the 3-inch field gun. 
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The Eastern Division of the Corps of Engineers is ex- 
tended to embrace the engineering work in Porto Rico 
with headquarters at ‘Tompkinsville, N.Y., and the Pacific 
Division is extended to embrace the engineering work in 
Alaska with headquarters at Skagway, Alaska.

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PROMOTIONS AND RETIREMENTS. 


Brig. Gen. Walter T. Duggan, U.S.A., who was retired 
on account of the age limit, April 11, 1907, was born in 
the Isle of Man, April 11, 1843, and first joined the mili- 
tary as a private in the 5th Wisconsin Volunteer Infan- 
try June 13. 1861, serving until Aug. 31, 1863. He was 
then appointed a hospital steward in the Regular Service 
Sept. 3, 1863, and received a commission of second lieu- 
tenant in the 10th Infantry in January, 1867. He was 
promoted first lieuteuant in 1874, captain in 1886, major 
in 1899, lieutenant colonel in 1901, serving some thirty- 
five years with the 10th Infantry. He was promoted colo- 
nel of the 24th Infantry in October, 1902, and was trans- 
ferred to the 1st Infantry a few days later. He was ap- 
pointed a brigadier general June 26, 1906, and his last 
assignment to duty was in the Philippines. 

Col. Harry R. Anderson, Art. Corps, U.S.A:, who has 
been placed on the retired list under the sixty-two-years’ 
service clause, was born in Ohio Jan. 20, 1844. He was a 
cadet at the U.S.M.A. from July 1, 1864, to Jan. 18, 
1865. He was appointed a captaiu in the 6th U.S. Vol- 
unteer Infantry April 28, 1865, serving until honorably 
mustered out, June 12, 1866. He was next appointed a 
second lieutenant, Gth U.S. Infantry, March 7, 1867, and 
was assigned to the 4th Artillery July 14, 1869. Hle 
reached the grade of colonel March 26, 1906, and is 1 
graduate of the Artillery School, class of 1875. 

First Lieut. Wm. C. Fitzpatrick, Sig. Corps, who has 
been retired on account of disability incident to the Ser- 
vice, was born in Texas June 6, 1876. He was a first 
lieutenant in the 4th Texas Volunteer Infantry in July, 
1898, was appointed a second lieutenant in the 40th U.S. 
Volunteer Infantry in August, 1899, and was promoted 
first lieutenant Nov. 11 of the first year. He was com- 
missioned a second lieutenant in the 7th U.S. Infantry 
Feb. 2, 1901; was promoted first lieutenant in the 21st 
Infantry in 1903, and was transferred to the 9th Infan- 
try July 31 of the same year. He was detailed to the Sig- 
nal Corps Sept. 17, 1903. He is a graduate of the Bing- 
ham School of Asheville, N.C., and of the Infantry and 
Cavalry School. He has been under treatment at Fort 
Bayard, N. Mex., for some time. 

Second Lieut. Andrew W. Jackman, Art. Corps, re- 
tired, on account of disability incident to the Service, as 
a first lieutenant, to date from June 25, was a private in 
the 1st Lllinois Volunteer Infantry from May until No- 
vember, 1898, and in 1901 he was appointed a second lieu- 
tenant in the Artillery Corps. He was born in New York 
Jan. 18, 1877. 

Capt. William B. Folwell, 18th U.S. Inf., who has 
been found incapacitated for active service on account of 
disability incident thereto, has been placed on the retired 
list. He was born in Michigan Feb. 7, 1878, and was 
first lieutenant of the 14th Minnesota Infantry during 
the Spanish War. In July, 1898, he was appointed sec- 
ond lieutenant, Ist U.S. Infantry, and reached the grade 
of captain, 17th Infantry, Aug. 13, 1903. He was trans- 
ferred to the 18th Infantry April 8, 1904. 

Major Gen. James F. Wade, U.S.A., who retires for age 
on April 14, 1907, after a distinguished service of close 
on forty-six years, was born in Ohio, April 14, 1848, and 
is the senior officer on the active list in his grade. He 
was appointed to the Army May 14, 1861, as a first lieu- 
tenant of the 6th Cavalry, and served through the Civil 
War as lieutenant colonel of the 6th U.S. Colored Volun- 
teer Cavalry, May 1, 1864, and colonel, May-Sept. 19, 
1864, serving until honorably mustered out of the volun- 
teer service, April 15, 1866. General Wade received five 
brevets for his services during the Civil War as follows: 
Captain, for gallant and meritorious services in the battle 
of Beverly Ford, Va.; major, for gallant and meritorious 
services in the action at Marion, East Tennessee; lieu- 
tenant colonel and colonel, for gallant and meritorious 
services during the war, and brigadier genera] of Volun- 
teers, for gallant services in the campaign in Southwestern 
Virginia. He was promoted major, 9th Cav., July 28, 
1866 ; lieutenant colonel, 10th Cav., March 20, 1879; col- 
onel, Sth Cav., April 21, 1887; brigadier general, May 26, 
1897, and major general, April 13, 1903. Through his 
jong service General Wade has been thoroughly devoted to 
his military duties, and his services include campaigns 
agaiust hostile Indians on the plains, and in the Philip- 
pines, where he performed the most arduous and exact- 
ing duties, while in command of the Department of South- 
ern Luzon. The active scouting and field work of the 
troops under him resulted in the surrender, killing or cap- 
turing of the insurgent forces, and the ultimate pacifica- 
tion of the various provinces in his command. General 
Wade expects to make his home in Jefferson, O., where 
he was born.

FOUR SONS IN THE ARMY. 

In 1792 John Robinson Grayson and Thomas Robinson 
Grayson, twin brothers, were super-cargoes on the frigate 
Polly, owned by Luke Washington, a relative of Gen. 
George Washington. 

Touching at Texel Isle, off the Danish coast, John Rob- 
inson Grayson was impressed into the service ofthe Brit- 
ish navy. A year or so later Thomas Robinson Grayson 
met a similar fate at Calcutta, India. The former finally 
communicated with friends and relatives in America and 
was returned to this country. He was placed in charge 
of a fleet of gunboats off Charleston, 8.C., and until 1819 
served as an officer in the United States Navy. Thomas 
Robinson Grayson disappeared from view after being im- 
pressed and was never heard of by his relatives, 

The Rev. John W. Heidt, of Atlanta, was the grandson 
of the adventurous American naval officer, John Robinson 
Grayson, who saw many queer corners of the globe and 
took part in many a sanguinary encounter with buca- 
neers and freebooters and British. He is not only one of 
the leaders of the North Georgia Conference, but is one 
of the strongest factors in Southern Methodism. 

Of the five sons of the Rev. John W. Heidt, grandson 
of the gallant colonial naval officer, three are officers in 
the United States Army and a fourth has just been ap- 
pointed to a cadetship at West Point. This is a record 
unequaled by any family in the United States. The mili- 
tant spirit was born in the Heidt family, and it was no 
nse to attempt to check it. It made itself felt in many a 
bloody battle of the Civil War, on the bullet-swept hill 
at San Juan, in far-away Luzon; and the wily Aguinaldo, 
fleeing from the American soldiers in the fastnesses of his 
island home, can bear eloquent testimony to the intrepid 
spirit of the Heidts. : : 

Capt. James Villard Heidt, the oldest of the present 
generation of military members of the family, is captain 

of the 10th Infantry, stationed at Honolulu. He was ap- 
pointed a cadet to West Point June 15, 1892, and re- 
mained two years, leaving the institution on account of 
his eyesight. He went to Cuba in 1898 as a lieutenant, 





and it was he who led a company of men up San Juan 
hill amid a storm cf shot and shell and brought them 
within a few hundred yards of Santiago. Lieutenant 
Heidt received his commission as captain in 1902. He is 
now thirty-three years old. 

Capt. Grayson Villard Heidt went to West Point in 
1895 and was gradvated on Feb. 15, 1899, six months 
ahead of the regular time, on account of the exigencies 
of the American occupation of the Philippines. He was 
detailed with the 3d Cavalry in the pursuit of Aguinaldo, 
and from the very first had the duties of a captain. He 
served with the 3d, 14th, 15th and 11th Cavalry respec- 
tively, and is now captain in the latter, stationed at Pinar 
del Rio, in Cuba. 

Gulielmus Villard Heidt is a second lieutenant in the 
12th Infantry, stationed at Fort Porter, Buffalo, N.Y. 
He is not a West Point graduate, but the militant spirit 
asserted itself while he was a student at the University 
of Georgia, and he determined to enter the Army. He en- 
listed in the Artillery, and stood an examination which 
placed him fifty-eight files up. He enlisted in August, 
1900, and received his commission in 1902. 

Euel Villard Heidt, who is now nineteen years of age, 
was appointed to West Point by Congressman Livingston 
last February. At present he is at the military academy 
at Charleston, S.C., and will enter West Point next fall. 
He is a bright young man, and is sure to win rapid pro- 
motion. 

The interior of the Heidt residence at Ponce de Leon 
Springs is filled to overflowing with relics from the bat- 
tlefields of Cuba, the Philippines and other remote cor- 
ners of the world. 

With the fortunes of war the militant Heidts are cast 
here and there, as Fate decrees. They harkened to the 
call of the blood of John Robinson Grayson, world wan- 
derer in the days when America’s fighting craft formed 
but a fragile line, slowly but surely carving out the fu- 
ture greatness of the republic, and the call was heeded! 
—Atlanta Constitution. - 

J. R. Grayson was a master in the U.S. Navy from 
Feb. 14, 1809, to March 29, 1815. 


A correspondent of the Sun, Charles E. Jackson, 
thinks that his family has a record for soldier descendants 
which beats that of Rev. John W. Heidt. He says: 
“It is that of Gen. Michael Jackson, of Newton, Mass., 
colonel of the 8th Massachusetts Continental Line in the 
Revolutionary War. He served from the battle of Lexing- 
ton to the conclusion of that struggle, with his five sons, 
all officers of the Continental Line—Michael, jr., Simon, 
Ebenezer, Amasa and Charles—making six of one family 
who were in the Army all through the conflict. This is 
not all. Four brothers of Gen. Michael Jackson enlisted 
for three years of the war; and two more brothers served 
as volunteers from time to time. Further, a total of 
forty-five of the name of Jackson enlisted from Newton 
in the Revolutionary War, all of whom were probably 
Llood relations. General Jackson and his five sons were 
all members of the Massachusetts Society of the Cincin- 
nati, a record unsurpassed in the annals of the Cincinnati, 
Gen, Michael Jackson served in the old French war as a 
lieutenant, and was present at the siege of Louisburg. 
It is a most singular coincidence that Gen. Michael Jack- 
son—known as a great fighter—was born on the 18th 
day of December; his son Ebenezer was born on the same 
date. His great-great-grandson, born on that date, gradu- 
ated from West Poiut in 1900, and entered the Army ; and 
another great-great-grandson, born on the 18th of Decem- 
her, desired to enter West Point, but was unable to get an 
appointinent. Every member of the family born on Dec. 
18 either followed, or desired to follow, a military life. 
I night add that the famous Commodore Josiah Tattnall, 
originator of the phrase, ‘Blood is thicker than water,” 
married a granddaughter of Gen. Michael Jackson, and 
was otherwise connected by blood with the family ; and a 
grandson was likewise a commodore in the Navy.’”” We 
may add that Michael Jackson was a brigadier general 
by brevet. Robert EF. Jackson, who was graduated in 
1900, is now a first lieutenant on the retired list. Alto- 
gether, we have had fifty-six Jacksons as officers in our 
Army, including those who served during the War of the 
Revolution.

Col. i'rederick W. Prince, of Hartford, Conn., died on 
Thursday, April 4, 1907, at the residence of his son, in 
New York city. He was born June 26, 1829, and spent 
most of his early life in Auburn, N.Y. In 1862 he was 
commissioned a first lieutenant in the 8d Regiment of Ar- 
tillery, New York Volunteers, and served at the front as 
regimeutal quartermaster, and then brigade quartermas- 
ter. lie was later commissioned major in the 16th Regi- 
ment, {leavy Artillery, New York Volunteers, and then 
lieutenant colonel. He was breveted colonel in August, 
1865, for gallant and meritorious service, and received 
a vote of thanks from the Legislature of the state of New 
York. He was in business in Geneva, N.Y., for many 
years after the war, and then served as United States 
consul at Belleville, Canada. He subsequently became 
secretary of the Gatling Gun Company, of Hartford, 
Conn., and retired from business in 1903. Colonel Prince 
was one of the founders and the first commander of the 
Swift Post, G.A.R., in Geneva, N.Y., and was also a 
member of the Military Order of the Loyal Legion of the 
U.S., District of Columbia Comandery. The interment 
was at Geneva, N.Y 

Mrs. Elizabeth N. Goldsborough, widow of William T. 
Goldsborough, and mother of the wife of Naval Constr. 
Lawrence S. Adams, died at San Francisco, Cal., March 
81. Her remains were buried at Baltimore, Md. 

Rev. John Monro Banister, D.D., father of Lieut. Col. 
John M. Banister, deputy surgeon general, U.S.A., and of 
Major William B. Banister, surgeon, U.S.A., died at 
Huntsville, Ala., March 29. 

Col. Francis E. Lacey, U.S:A., retired, died at Colum- 
bus, O., April 8, 1907. He served in the Civil and Span- 
ish-American Wars, and first joined the Army as a pri- 
vate in Co, I, 2d Infantry, May 10, 1858. He was ap- 
pointed a second lieutenant in the 2d Infantry July 18, 
1862, and reached the grade of captain Aug. 8, 1866. He 
remained unassigned until July, 1870, when he went to 
the 10th Infantry. He was promoted major, 8th Infan- 
try, Sept. 16, 1802; was transferred to the 17th Infantry 
in August, 1895; promoted lieutenant colonel, 3d Infan- 
try, Feb. 4, 1897, and was retired Aug. 8 of the same 
year, He was advanced to colonel on the retired list, 
April 23, 1904. For gallant and meritorious services in 
the battle of Gettysburg, he received the brevet of cap- 
tain, July 2, 1863. Colonel Lacey was born in Ireland 
Aug. 8, 183838. 

Mrs. Charlotte Ouisconsin Van Cleve, aged eighty-eight 
years, the oldest pioneer of Minnesota and one of the old- 
est residents of Minneapolis, died April 1 at her resi- 
denct, 603 Fifth street, southeast. She was the daughter 
of Brevet Major Nathan Clark, lieutenant, 5th U.S. In- 
fantry, and was the first white child of pure blood born 
in what is now the state of Wisconsin, She was born at 
Prairie du Chien, Wis., July 1, 1819, while the regiment of 
which her father was an officer, was on its way to found 
a fort at the “mouth of the St. Peter River,” the fort that 
is now known as Fort Snelling. Six weeks later the regi- 
ment finished its journey up the Mississippi on flat-boats 
and landed at its destination. The baby of the party 
was Quisconsiu Clark, the first white baby to visit Minne- 
sota. Here her father lived until Charlotte was eight 
years old, Lieutenant Clark was then transferred to Fort 
Winnebago, Wis., and Charlotte was shortly afterward 
sent to New Haven, Conn., to school. When she returned 
to the then wilderness she met the man who afterwards 
became her husband, Lieut. Horatio Phillips Van Cleve, 
U.S.A., just out of West Point. The couple were married 
March 22, 1836, at what was then Fort Winnebago, Mich. 
Ter, now Winnebago, Wis. Lieutenant Van Cleve re- 
signed his commission in the Army, Sept. 11, 1836, and 
he and his young wife went to live in Cincinnati, but in 
1856 they were back in Minnesota, where they had lived 
ever since; the greater part of the time in Minneapolis. 
In 1861 Mr. Van Cleve was appointed colonel of the 
2d Minnesota Infantry, serving until mustered out in 
1865. Ie received the brevet of major general for gal- 
lant and meritorious services during the war. He was 
made a second lieutenant on the retired list of the Army, 
June 19, 1890, and died April 24, 1891. Mrs. Van Cleve 
had seen Minneapolis grow from nothing. She watched 
the first railroad train come into St. Anthony. Her 
father, who was then commissary general in Colonel 
Snelling’s regiment, directed the building of the first grist 
mill at the Falls of St, Anthony. She was a member of 
the State Historical Society and the State Horticultural 
Society, She was prominent in the foreign mission work 
of the Presbyterian Church. Her grandfather was Col. 
Thomas Seymour, of Revolutionary fame. Her death 
came peacefully, Mrs. Van Cleve was the mother of 
twelve children, seven of whom are living: Mrs. W. W. 
Halil, of Honolulu; Seymour Van Cleve, of New York 
city; E. M. Van Cleve, of Melleville, Mont.; John R. Van 
Cleve, of Seward, Alaska; and Carl E. Van Cleve, of 
Minneapolis. All of the children except Mrs, Hall and 
John R. Van Cleve were in Minneapolis at the time of 
her death. She leaves twenty-four grandchildren and 
three great-grandchildren. > 

From Mare Island, Cal., a correspondent writes: 
“Thomas Brennan, the oldest resident of Mare Island 
Navy Yard, and as faithful a servant as the Government 
ever had, passed away at his home in Vallejo, Cal., ou 


March 29, after a short illness. The deceased was known 
to every officer who ever served at Mare Island from the 


' time of Captain Farragut, the first commandant, until the 


present day, and he was highly esteemed and respected 
by all. He was appointed as mail carrier to the com- 
mandant during Farragut’s administration in 1856, and 
for thirty years he never missed a trip to Vallejo on this 
duty. During ali the time of the Civil War and later 
during the excitement of the stock exchange in San Fran- 
cisco this faithful employee of the Government never left 
Mare Islard except for the trip to Vallejo, and it was 
not until 1886 that he skipped one of his mail trips in 
order to visit San Francisco, the metropolis only thirty 
miles distant. Ile performed the duties of mail carrier 
up to some seven or eight years ago. At that time he be- 
came too feeLle and was given a position in the office 
building, where he worked until a week before his death. 
A year ago his family erected a handsome home in Val- 
lejo, but “Tommy Brennan,” as he was Known to all, 
preferred to remain in the yard where so large a portion 
of his life had heen spent. He was too feeble to go back 
and forth to his work every day, but could not make up 
his mind to sever his connection with the routine, and the 
daily sight of the familiar faces which had so long made 
up his entire life. In his passing the Government lost a 
faithful servitor whom all the officers who ever served 
at Mare Island will remember with regret.” 


Eugene Griflin, first vice president and manager of the 
sales department of the General Electric Company, and 
formerly brigadier general, U.S.V., and captain of Engi- 
neers, U.S.A., died in the Mohawk Club in Schenectady, 
N.Y., April 10, without recovering consciousness after a 
stroke of apoplexy with which he was stricken at mid- 
night. He-and Mrs. Griffin and their daughter had gone 
there from New York Wednesday to attend an amateur 
winstrel show given by prominent men of the General 
Electric Company, in which his son took part. General 
Griffin organized and commanded the 1st Regiment, U.S. 
Volunteer Engineers, during the Spanish-American War, 
and was with General Miles in the Puerto Rican cam- 
paign. He was born in Ellsworth, Me., in 1855, and 
graduated from West Point in 1875. He served in the 
Engineer Corps until he resigned. Oct. 5, 1889. His body 
will be buried at West Point. He was a member of the 
British Institute of Civil Engineers, member American 
Institute of Hlectrical Engineers, and a member of the 
American Society of Mechanical Engineers.

CHANGES IN REGULATIONS. 
G.O. 75, APRIL 5, 1907, WAR DF?T. 
I. Paragraphs 687, 702, 716 and 797, Army Regulatious, ar 
amended to read as follows: 
687. Officers responsible for public property will be charged 
for any damage to, or loss or destruction of the same, and the 


money value will be deducted from their monthly pay, unless 
they show, to the satisfaction of the Secretary of War. bY 
their own affidavits, or by their certificates, supported )y one 
or more affidavits, that the damage, loss or destructicn was 


occasioned by unavoidable causes and without fault or neglect 
on their part. 
702. Public property expended in the military service will 


be accounted for by the certificate of the responsible ofiicer, 
and property lost or destroyed will be accounted for }y the 
affidavit of the responsible officer or by his certificate, sul 
ported by one or more affidavits. These certificates and afi 
davits will accompany the return covering the period during 
which the expenditure occurred, or the loss or destruction 
was discovered; but in exceptional cases, when it is impractl 
cable to submit such certificates and affidavits with their re 
turn, these delayed vouchers, together with the reasons for not 
transmitting the same, will be specified upon the return, and 


they will be forwarded, as soon as practicable, properly nu 
ey and indorsed, to the proper bureau of the War Depart 
ment. 

716: The person responsible for public property to }e su® 
veyed will, in all cases, furnish the original certificates and 
affidavits upon which he relies to be relieved from respons! 
bility, together with the duly attested copies of such certifi- 
cates and affidavits that are to accompany the report of sur 
vey. Whenever loss or destruction of, or damage to, public 
property, requiring the action of a surveying officer, occurs 
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such action will be requested by the responsible officer as soon 
as practicable and in every case within thirty days after dis- 
covery of the loss, destruction or damage, unless exceptional 
circumstances, which will be explained by the officer’s certifi- 
cates, prevent such action within that period.

The specifications under the several charges alleged that 
he failed to obey instructions and orders, that he converted 





company funds to his own use, that he duplicated his pay ac- 
counts, made false entries relative to company funds, and 
tLat he made false statements. 

He was found not guilty of the first charge, or of the first, 
second and third additional charges, but guilty of charges two 


and three, and was sentenced to be dismissed from the Army. 
President Roosevelt approved the sentence on April 4. 


G.0. 79, APRIL 8, 1907, WAR DEPT. 
The Act of Congress approved June 18, 1898, provides that 


“Tt shall be lawful for any civil officer having authority under 
the laws of the United States, or of any State, Territory or 
District, to arrest offenders, to summarily arrest a deserter 
from the military service of the United States, and deliver 


him into the eustody of the military authority of the General 
Government.” 

A reward of $50 is payable to any civil officer or civilian for 
the apprehension and delivery, to the proper military authori- 
ties at a military post, of a deserter from the military service, 
except a deserter from the Philippine Scouts, for whose ap- 
prehension and delivery a reward of $20 will be paid. A re- 
ward of $50 is also payable for the apprehension and delivery, 
to the proper military authorities at a military post, of an es- 
caped military prisoner. The reward is paid by the Quarter- 
master’s Department, and is in full satisfaction of all expenses 
incurred in arresting, keeping, and delivering the deserter or 
escaped military prisoner. No reward is payable in the case 
of a deserter or of an escaped military prisoner who is serving 
in the Army, Navy, or Marine Corps, or in the case of a de- 
serter, who subsequently to his desertion has been dishonor- 
ably discharged from any other enlistment in the Army, or 
whe can claim exemption from punishment under the 103d 
Article of War, which provides that “No person shall be tried 
or punished by a court-martial for desertion in time of peace 
and not in the face of an enemy, committed more than two 
years before the arraignment of such person for such offense, 
unless he shall meanwhile have absented himself from the 
United States, in which case the time of his absence shall be 
excluded in computing the period of the limitation: Provided, 
That said limitation shall not begin until the end of the term 
for which said person was mustered into the Service.” A 
soldier who deserted in time of peace, and who has resided in 
the United States for a period of two years subsequently to the 

‘piration of the term for which he was enlisted, is exempt, 

refore, from punishment for his offense.

or who can claim exemption from punishment under the 103d 
Article of War. The reward will be paid by the Quarter- 
master's Department and- will be in full satisfaction of all ex- 
penses for arresting, keeping, and delivering the deserter or 
escaped military prisoner.

‘*Resolved, That the Joint Board believes that closer re- 
lations and a more thorough co-operation in time of war be- 
tween the personnel of the seacoast fortifications of the Army 
and the forces of the Navy would result if a number of offi- 
cers and enlisted men of each service were given an oppor- 
tunity to acquaint themselves with the methods of the other, 
the value of such a practice being derived not only from the 
technical knowledge acquired, but also from the clearer recog- 
nition of a common interest which would result; 

‘*That whenever naval vessels come within waters in prox- 
imity to seacoast fortifications, the senior officers of the Army 
and Navy present should be required to make mutual arrange- 
ments for an interchange of visits by details of officers and 
enlisted men under their respective command by means of 
which members of each service may have facilities for becom- 
ing acquainted with the methods of offense and defense em- 
ployed by the other; 

‘*That the Adjutant General of the Army should give to the 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation of the Navy Department, 
by memorandum, information as to the time that Artillery 
practice will be held in any Artillery district at least ten 
days before the time determined upon for the practice to take 
place, at the same time stating the number of officers and 
men of the Navy that can conveniently be allowed (without 
expense to the War Department) to be present as witnesses at 
such practice; and that, on receipt of a notification of this 
character, such officers and men of the Navy as conditions 
may permit, the number not exceeding the specified limit, 
should be ordered to attend the practice for instruction; 

‘“‘That the Chief of the Bureau of Navigation of the Navy 
Department should give like information to the Adjutant 
General of the Army, by memorandum, regarding any contem- 
plated target practice by ships of the Navy in waters adja- 
cent to the United States coasts, and shall state the number 
of officers and men of the Coast Artillery that can be conven- 
iently allowed (without expense to the Navy Department) to 
be present as witnesses at such practice on board the re- 
spective vessels; and that, on receipt of a notification of this 
character, such officers and men of the Coast Artillery as 
conditions may permit, the number not exceeding the specified 
limit, should be ordered fo attend the practice for instruction;

I do not believe that I am one among 
the many thousands of men in the Army who have noticed 
the same thing, and there are no doubt many who think 
the same as I do on this matter, and I sincerely believe 
that the government should furnish a neater and better 
looking certificate than they are now giving.”

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EVILS OF UNSOUND CRITICISM. 


Col. A. W. A. Pollock, of the British army, publishes 
an article in Macmillan’s Magazine in which he utters an 


earnest protest against the unsound and unjust criticism 
to which military commanders and military operations are 
so often subjected by the newspaper press. He maint:ins 
that the British soldier is as brave to-day as ever, but 
neither so well trained nor so well commanded as he was 


formerly, and for this impairment of the efficiency of the 
British army as a war-making machine he blames the 
common attitude and tone of the newspapers in dea 
with military questions. Colonel Pollock cites the

War. There was no lack of courage among the British 
troops in that campaign, and probably not more than one 
half of one per cent. of the officers engaged with troops 
under fire were deficient in that quality. “Yet,” says he, 
“moral cowardice, evinced in failure to attempt or to 


carry through to the bitter end the utmost that might ap- 
pear to be feasible, can be discerned in the proceedings of 
probably eighty per cent. of the seniors and ten per cent, 
of the juniors. Why was this?” 

Colonel Pollock’s reply to his own question is highly in 
teresting. He declares that the London newspapers and 
their correspondents at the front had hammered into the 
heads of the people the notion that “a bloody victory 
stamped a general as wanting in skill and a bloody defeat 
as utterly incompetent.” The false opinion created by this 
reckless criticism brought a deluge of denunciation upon 
the army and made bad commanders of skillful officers by 
gradually transforming them into moral cowards. Colonel 
Vollock holds that this hostile attitude of the London 
press was directly responsible for the glaring inefficiency 
which characterized many operations of the South \fri- 
can campaign. In refutation of the theory that a gener- 
al’s ability should be measured by the amount of }lood 
which his work may or may not cause to be shed, Cvlonel 
Pollock submits the following proposition: “A man proves 
himself a good general if he fully attains his object at the 
least possible sacrifice of the lives of his own men; but 
no object is well chosen unless the attainment of it en- 
tails for the enemy the utmost possible loss that the avail- 
able means permit to be inflicted upon him. Consequent- 
ly, it is a mark, and a very clear one, of a bad general 
to fail to hit his hardest at the enemy out of any sque: mish 
regard for the lives of the officers and men under his own 
orders.” 

It will be observed that Colonel Pollock takes precisely 
the same ground that Dr. Francis Lieber did in the fa- 
mous General Orders No. 100, which he prepared as ‘“‘In- 
structions for the government of armies of the United 
States in the Field” during the Civil War. One of the 
axioms laid down in that order was this: “The more vig- 
orously wars are pursued the better for humanity. Sharp 
wars are brief.” Yet for following the policies and meth- 
ods defined in that order in suppressing the Philippine in- 
surrection the American Army was villified by the “anti- 
imperialists” and their newspaper organs in a manner 
disgraceful to our national reputation for fair play. For 
making the war short, sharp and decisive our soldiers 
were denounced as butchers and savages. Is it any wol- 
der that while fighting a treacherous enemy in a tropical 
climate they were indescribably disheartened by the ven: 
emous criticism visited upon them by a noisy class of their 


own countrymen? ‘The unjust censure uttered b) the 
American press had in some degree the same depressing 
effect upon our Army in the Philippines that the utier- 


ances of the London press had upon the British arm) in 
South Africa. 

Newspaper criticism of military operations is in the 
nature of things hasty and superficial, and when it gos ( 
the extreme of creating a false standard for meastiring 
the ability of military officers it is pernicious and demoral- 
izing. “If we of England,” says Colonel Pollock, * a 
render ourselves capable of making war successfully. 
should do well to train our army, and control our 1’'eSs-

have it read: “And have our press control itself.” 
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NEEDLESS SOLICITUDE. 


There is some scelicitude in certain quarters lest the act 
of Congress approved March 2, 1907, providing an addi- 
tional allowance of $6.25 per month in lieu of quarters, 
light and fuel for enlisted men of the Army, Navy and 
Marine Corps, on the retired list be construed to apply 
oniy to those men who shall have been retired since the 
law went into effect. ‘Such a construction, it may be ob- 
served, would be a serious injustice to those men who 
were retired before the bill became a law, in that it would 
deprive such men of benefits which it was the declared 
purpose of the authors of the measure to confer upon all 
enlisted men of the Army, Navy and Marine Corps re- 
tired after thirty years’ service. Moreover, such a con- 
struction would tend to establish class distinctions among 
men on the retired list, whereas it is the constant aim of 
the legislative authority to avoid such distinctions, the de- 
sire being to place all beneficiaries of retired pay on an 
even footing so far as equity and circumstances will per- 
mit. 

‘That the new. law will be construed in the manner sug- 
gested by its critics is altogether improbable. The pur- 
pose of the bill was te confer an additional benefit upon 
every enlisted man retired after thirty years of military 
service; not merely to confer it upon those retired after 
a date arbitrarily fixed by the President. It is a rule of 
law that measures of this character are to be construed 
liberally, and if interpreted in the light of the spirit and 
reason which prompted it the Act of March 2, 1907, will 
be heid to apply to all men “who shall have served thirty 


years, either in the Army, Navy or Marine Corps,” no 
matter when they retired. The allowance prescribed in 
the measure is for service of a certain character and du- 
ration. If construed in the manner suggested by certain 
apprehensive souls, the approval of the act on March 2 


would exclude from its benefits a man honorably retired 
on March 1 after thirty years’ service. The absurdity of 
a forced and arbitrary construction like that is too mani- 
fest for serious consideration. 

It is possible, however, that this new law may be so 
construed as to exclude from its benefits a considerable 
body of enlisted men on the retired list who are morally 
and justly entitled thereto. The act prescribes thirty 
years’ service as the sole condition entitling its benefici- 
aries to the additional allowance. It is entirely silent as 
to those men in whose cases double time was allowed for 
war service or foreign service in computing for retirement. 
The question, therefore, is whether a man whose compu- 
tation for retirement includes a certain portion of double 
time may claim the benefits of an act which specifically 
prescribes “thirty years’ service” as the price of its 


award. A strict constraction of the act would doubtless 
hold that he could not. Yet even here the construction 
should be liberal, inclining as far as reason will permit 
toward the interests of the individual. For if war ser- 
vice or foreign service rightfully entitled the soldier to 
credit for double time in computing for retirement, it 
seems to us that retirement based partly on such service 
should as a matter of equity entitle him to the same status 


in the matter of allowances as that of the man who has 
actually served the prescribed thirty years. And if a ju- 
dicial construetion of the law shows that additional legis- 
lation is needed to establish that equality between the 
two classes of retired men here presented the necessary 
measures cannot be enacted too soon. 

We believe there is a growing disposition on the part 
of Congress to deal somewhat more liberally with the 
Army and Navy in the matter of pay and allowances, as 
well as in other respects. Both Services are in urgent 
need of greater consideration, and we believe it will be 
given to them in due time, not all at once, perhaps, but 
graduaily and in carefully considered measures. We may 
be sure, also, that this increased consideration will extend 
to the retired list as well as to the active, and that there 
will be no unjust discrimination in favor of the man re- 
tired on a given day as against the man retired the day 
hefore. 


THE RIGHT MAN IN THE RIGHT PLACE. 


In appointing Brig. Gen. Charles F. Humphrey Quar- 
termaster General of the Army for another term of four 
years President Roosevelt forcibly exemplifies his fixed 
habit of holding fast to that which is good. The reten- 
tion of General Humphrey in this important office is not 
cnly a fairly-won tribute to his integrity, professional 
record and administrative skill, but it insures a continu- 
ance of the vigorous, business-like. methods which have 
brought the Quartermaster’s Department up to its present 
hizh level of efficiency-and usefulness. 

General Humphrey’s administration has conclusively 





“demonstrated the wisdom of placing at the head of. the 


Quartermaster’s Department an officer of large practical 
experience in the line of.the Army. Having risen grade 
by stade from a man in the ranks, with service extend- 
ing from the Civil War down through all the military 
Operations in which the Government has since engaged, 
General Humphrey acquired a knowledge of the real 
condition and the real needs of the Army probably un- 
Surpassed by that of any contemporary officer. He there- 
fore entered the Quartermaster’s Department equipped 
Mm exceptional degree for the difficult duties with which it 
confronted him. ‘That he has discharged those duties 
conscientiously, fearlessly and even brilliantly is a mat- 
ter of common knowledge.. The promptness and thorough- 
hess with which he has responded to every demand upon 
his department, whether in peace or war, have challenged 
the admiration not only of the Army, but of every busi- 


hess man familiar with the vexatious. questions of trans- 
port and equipment involved in the movement of large 
bodies of men and supplies over great distances. His 
reappointment, therefore, secures to the Army for four 
years more the services of an officer whose usefulness has 
been at once varied and invaluable, and whose with- 
drawal at this time would have been a most grievous 
loss. We congratulate him upon the high official indorse- 
ment which his reappointment implies, but it is the Army 
itself which is specially to be congratulated upon the 
President’s timely action. 

We hear much nowadays in criticism of the great 
amount of paper work required of accounting officers of 
the Army. Much of this criticism is levelled at the 
Quartermaster’s Department, the impression in some 
circles being that the Department is to blame. May we 
venture a kindly word to these well-meaning critics? It 
is this: The paper work complained of is required by 
statute. The Quartermaster General does not make the 
laws; he only obeys and enforces them. Probably no other 
officer would welcome more heartily than he the enactment 
of laws that would reduce and simplify the paper work 
now required. It is not his fault that present conditions 
exist. Congress alone is to blame. Our advice to the 
kickers is, therefore: Stop kicking the Department, but 
kick Congress. Above all, kick hard and often, but in the 
right place. Meanwhile, study the regulations and meth- 
ods to which you are required to conform, 

NEW YORK OBJECTS TO ARTILLERY PLANS. 

All the states which were expected to participate in the 
summer maneuvers of the Coast Artillery with the state 
militia have been heard from with the exception of New 
York, Delaware and North Carolina. In addition to those 
invited, Alabama has asked to be included in the list and 
her request will undoubtedly be granted. The states 
which have accepted the invitation to participate are 
Maine, Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Connecticut, New 
Jersey, Maryland, District of Columbia, South Carolina, 
Georgia and California. It is expected that the accept- 
ance of the remaining three states will be received within 
a few days, except the state of New York. Officers of 
regiments of the New York National Guard located as 
units in large cities are decidedly opposed to having their 
organizations broken up as separate companies and as- 
signed as independent commands to harbor ports for in- 
struction as Coast Artillery, as proposed in the memoran- 
dum issued from the War Department under date of 
March 8 last. They point out that under such a scheme 
they would practically lose control of their organizations, 
for the memorandum states plainly that when the state 
troops are serving as coast artillery they would put aside 
all connections or’ relations with an organization of a 
higher‘ unit than the company. It is objected that no regi- 
ment of the National Guard quartered in one armory as a 
unit could be maintained under such conditions. The men 
would lose interest and it would be impossible to get re- 
eruits. ‘The moment you break up a National Guard 
regiment and put its companies on duty separately at dif- 
ferent places,” said a well-known officer who voices the 
opinion of others, “you destroy its esprit de corps, and in 
the end there would be no regiment. What the War De- 
partment should do is to devise some plan whereby an en- 
tire regiment can be on duty at some fort as a unit, sim- 
ilar to the duty the 13th Regiment, N.G.N.Y., has per- 
formed at Fisher’s Island, and which the 12th Regiment, 
N.G.N.Y., performed at Fort Wadsworth over twenty 
years ago. The latter command was the first to demon- 
strate in a practical manner the value of the National 
Guard for coast defense. It manned the guns at Fort 
Wadsworth during a week encampment there and won 
the highest praise from the Regular Army officers. If 
such assignments to duty could be made over twenty 
years ago with an entire regiment, and when the fortifica- 
tions were not as large as at present, why can’t a similar 
detail be made now?’ 

The 13th N.Y. Regiment of Heavy Artillery has for 
some years given ample evidence at coast fortifications as 
to what can be done by National Guard regiments, and 
service under proper conditions is highly popular. The 
scheme of the Chief of Artillery of the Army seems to be 
readily accepted by regiments of coast states, whose com- 
panies are scattered among different cities as separate 
commands, but it wil! have to be essentially modified be- 
fore it will meet with the approval of militia organiza- 
tions concentrated at one point in large bodies. Whatever 
plans may be devised for the improvement of the National 
Guard and their co-operation with the Regular Army, the 
fact must never be iost sight of that they are first and 
last and always a state force. ~ 

General Oliver, Acting Secretary of War, has received 
a letter from Gen. George H. Harries, commanding the 
District of Columbia militia, formally accepting on behalf 
of the National Guard of the District the invitation to 
take part in the camps of instruction to be held in the 
Artillery District of the Potomac next July, and an- 
nouncing that a brigade camp will be established near 
Harper’s Ferry, W. Va.. In his letter General Harries 
says: “In view of the fact that a very considerable per- 
centage of the troops will need preliminary instruction 
such as is possible only in camp arrangements have been 
made for putiing the entire brigade under canvass at 
Rolivar Heights, W. Va., where all the conditions are 
especially favorable. This will be done Sunday, July 14. 
The first detachment of eight companies of Infantry will 
remain on duty July 18-23, and the second July 23-28.” 
General Harries adds: “I am ready to place at the dis- 
posal of the commanding officer of the Artillery District 





of the Potomac, for a period of ten days, the Naval Bat- 
talion of this command, on board the U.S. steamer Puri- 
tan. Reasonable estimate would place the number of 
officers und men in each of the two detachments at about 
850. The Naval Battalion will probably muster for the 
cruise 275 officers and men.”

General Oliver, acting Secretary of War, following the 
decision of the magistrate of Plattsburg, N.Y., has ad- 
dressed a letter to the Attorney General of the United 
States asking whether there is not some remedy at law 
for Sergeant Higgins and his enlisted fellows, who were 
turned out of a skating rink in that city several. months 
ago and who have been defeated in a suit against the 
proprietor of the rink. General Oliver is anxious to know 
whether the men may not recover in a civil suit, having 
failed in the criminal proceedings, and requests the aid 
of the Department of Justice. In his letter he calls at- 
tention to the fact that it is not within the power of the 
state, through its legislature or courts of justice, to de- 
prive officer or enlisted man of any of the rights of citi- 
zenship which remain in him or have been surrendered 
for the time being to the United States in the operation 
of his appointment or enlistment contract. The discrimi- 
nation against officers or enlisted men which results from 
the legal or judicial acts of a state, in so far as it de- 
prives them of the rights and privileges enjoyed by citi- 
zens generally who form no part of the military or naval 
establishment, wounds or injures their self-respect, breeds 
unnecessary dissatisfaction, and, to that extent, impairs 
the usefulness and diminishes the efficiency of the mili- 
tary establishment. He says in conclusion: “An expres- 
sion of opinion is desired as to whether an action for 
damages would lie against the proprietor of the skating 
rink in Plattsburg for excluding the enlisted men of the 
Army from that place of amusement, under the circum- 
stances hereinbefore described. If an action would lie, 
it is not expected, of course, that substantial damages 
would be awarded, but a judicial interpretation of the 
operations of sections 22a and 23 of the bill of rights 
would be obtained, and a verdict awarding nominal dam- 
ages would operate to improve the conditions of enlisted 
men and to prevent dissatisfaction from arising among 
them due to what they conceive to be unjust discrimina- 
tion on the part of proprietors of places of amusement.” 


In spite of the assertions in the daily press that Lieut. 
Gen. Arthur MacArthur was practically shelved when he 
was assigned to duty in Milwaukee and that this was in- 
tended as a slight to the ranking general of the Army, it 
is well-known in Army circles and can be stated upon the 
highest of authority that the reverse is the truth. Gen- 
eral MacArthur, from the time of his promotion, has 
been given his choice of commands and of duty. When 
the time came for a readjustment of the commands he was 
offered any duty he might desire to have and was asked 
if he would take that at Governors Island. He re- 
plied that he would prefer not to since it was hardly a 
command commensurate with his rank and he would rath- 
er remain at liberty and on general duty. When it was de- 
cided to abolish the military divisions he was again asked 
by the Department if he cared for the command at Gov- 
ernors Island and he again replied that he did not and 
added that he would like to be assigned to duty at Mil- 
waukee, his old home, to permit him to finish his report 
upon his observations in the Orient, with the understand- 
ing that he would be assigned to duty in the future in 
the way of reviewing field maneuvers and other assign- 
ments of general importance to the Army. The War De- 
partment thoroughly accorded with these views and gave 
the Lieutenant General the Milwaukee assignment as he 
had requested. Secretary Taft and the General Staff be- 
lieve that he should occupy a position in the Army corres- 
ponding to that which Admiral Dewey holds in the Navy, 
one in which the ranking general of the Army is not tied 
down by routine duties but remains free to consider mat- 
ters which affect the entire Army. At the same time Gen- 
eral MacArthur has been left free to make his choice and 
and his wishes have been consulted at every step. It is 
not known how the erroneous impression mentioned above 
was created, particularly since at the time the order was 
issued it was accompanied by an explanation that Gen- 
eral MacArthur selected the Milwaukee assignment.

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At its last meeting the Board of Ordnance and Fortifi- 
cation of the Army had for its principal consideration the 
matter of the three 14-inch guns to be installed as a part 
of the coast defense. After considerable discussion it was 
decided that two of these should be of the built-up type 
and the third of a wire-wound type which should be ap- 
proved by the Chief of Ordnance and made upon his 
plans. It was also decided that there should be no fur- 
ther tests made of either the Brown or the Crozier type 
of 6-inch wire guns and the board recommended that a 
committee be appointed, composed of General Story, Pro- 
fessor Alger, U.S.N., and Capt. Alston Hamilton, of the 
Artillery Corps, to decide the relative merits of the types 
of guns from the tests already made. There was also an 
allotment of $200 made for the repairing and the contin- 
uing of the tests of the De Knight automatic gun, which 
was purchased by the board about two years ago. The 
next meeting of the board will be upon the first of May.

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COMMANDER FULLAM’S GOOD WORK. 
That Comdr. William F. Fullam, U.S.N., commanding 
the U.S.S. Marietta, now cruising in Central American 
waters, is living up to his reputation for efficiency and is 
fully equal to his allotted task of protecting the lives and 
property of neutrals imperiled by the war between Nicara- 
gua and Honduras, is shown by recent advices from the 


seene of hostilities. His work since the war began has 
been characterized throughout by conspicuous tact, alert- 
ness and sound judgment, and his influence has afforded 
thorough protection for neutral interests. One of his 
most wholesome measures is disclosed in the following let- 
ter, which he sent on April 4 to Gen. Juan Estrada, com- 
manding the Nicaraguan expedition operating against 
Fonduran ports: 

“I have to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of 
March 25, in answer to my communication of March 24, 
requesting you to avoid the unnecessary destruction of 
coast towns by bombardment. If bombardments of coast 
towns are to be resorted to during the frequent wars and 
revolutions in Central American States, the mercantile 
interests of all foreigners will be absolutely insecure in 
the future. From this it is plainly evident that assur- 
ances regarding the safety of American and foreign inter- 
ests would be of no value whatever unless bombardments 
of these unfortified wooden towns are forbidden, and it is 
equally plain that if a ship of war ordered here to protect 
American interests could not be excused for subjecting 
these same interests to inevitable ruin by permitting the 
destruction of these towns by fire and bombardment. 
Fully three-fourths of the valuable mercantile and busi- 
ness houses in these coast towns are owned by foreigners. 
Neither belligerents will be permitted to occupy nor to 
take cover in these houses during the course of hostilities. 
Trusting that I may not be compelled to inform the 
United States Government that I am mistaken regarding 
the attitude of Nicaraguan forces toward foreign business 
interests of this coast, and hoping that you will avoid all 
danger of complications by giving directions that foreign 
property shall not be subjected to destruction by fire and 
bombardment, I remain, etc.” 

Commander Fullam has notified the authorities at 
Washington that the Honduran city of Ceiba was cap- 
tured by the Nicaraguans on April 3 without firing a gun. 
United States Marines closed all saloons in Ceiba after 
the abandonment of the port by the Hondurans, and the 
following proclamation was issued by Commander Fullam 
and Virgil C. Reynolds, U.S. Vice-Consul, to the people of 
Ceiba: 

“The generals of the Honduran army having left Ceiba, 
the civil authorities will assume charge of the city gov- 
ernment. All liquor saloons will be immediately closed 
and will remain so. Sailors from the United States ship 
Marietta will patrol the streets and assist the civil au- 
thorities to preserve order and protect property.” 

While the American government has made no official 
statement concerning Commander Fullam’s warning 
against the bombardment of Honduran ports, it is under- 
stood that his action is cordially approved both by the 
Navy Department and the State Department. In this 
connection it is interesting to note that there has been for 
years between the American and British fleets a thorough 
understanding on this matter. Each has protected the 
interests and citizens of the other country and, so far as 
possible, avoided being in the same port where there was 
trouble at the same time. In this manner all conflict of 
authority or even question of authority has been removed 
and harmony resulted. Although the efforts of both the 
United States and Mexico, the two countries which have 
worked together for the bringing about peace in Central 
America, have not yet been entirely successful, the repre- 
sentative of both powers are optimistic and deem it prob- 
able that a cessation of hostilities will occur within a 
short time. It is their hope that this will be brought 
about without forcible intervention, but they are impress- 
ing upon the parties at war that the latter is possible un- 
less the war ceases of their volition.

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THR SITUATION IN CENTRAL AMERICA. 


Mr. James Deitrick, the well-known railroad and min- 
ing engineer, has lately arrived from Central America. 
He has mines in Honduras and Nicaragua and has friend- 
ly relations with both republics. The following interest- 
ing statement has been prepared by Mr. Deitrick for the 
ARMY AND Navy JourNAL: “The war in Central Ameri- 
ea is at an end, as far as Nicaragua and Honduras are 
concerned. A few interested persons in Washington are 
trying to keep up the war talk, possibly to hide a series 
of blunders which will later be made public. Nicaragua 
will exact some kind of a settlement from her northern 
neighbor, but not of a territorial nature. Gen. J. Santos 
Zelaya, President of Nicaragua, is a greatly misunder- 
stood man. He is a diplomat, statesman, an honorable 
citizen, and a gentleman of much general experience. His 
younger days were spent in school in Paris, London and 
New York, and during these ten years he became master 
of the French and English languages. He gave special 
study to the forms of government of these three great na- 
tions and returned to his native land well equipped to 
guide the helm of his country’s affairs. When in 1893 he 
was made President, he immediately commenced the work 
of improvement and advancement, with good judgment 
and enthusiasm. He constructed over 200 miles of rail- 
road; made it possible to carry freight and passengers 
from ocean to ocean; built harbors, wharves, mills and 
warehouses. 

“He encouraged his people to plant coffee, fibers, dye- 
woods, spices and fruits. Although the land is the great- 
est mineralized of all countries, gold production had vir- 
tually ceased in 1740 until General Zelaya encouraged 
mining under the most up-to-date methods, and to-day 
Nicaragua bids fair to become one of.the great gold pro- 
ducers. Liberal with foreigners in making contracts to 
bring in capital, he has at times been imposed on by 
sharpers, who prefer a fat claim against a small republic 
to the fulfilment of contracts. His enemies have hatched 
stories to his dicadvantage because of his vigor in enforc- 
ing the Jews. 

“Thirteen years ago Zelaya was forced into war: with 
his northern neighbor, Honduras. After taking that coun- 
try, and after a wise and honest man had been made its 
President, General Zelaya retired without asking a dol- 
lar of indemnity or a foot of ground from the defeated 
government. ‘To-day he is again victor over Honduras, 
and as soon as the Hondurans select a worthy and com- 
petent native son to be President, Zelaya will once more 
take his troops back to their own country in the interests 
of peace and mutual security. 

“The President has repeatedly made known his wish to 
retire from the cares of office, but has yielded to the wish- 
es of his friends, who regard his occupancy of the execu- 
tive office as essential to the welfare of Nicaragua. The 
talk of his desire for a federation of the five Central 
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American states, with himself as President, is pure fic- 
tion, gotten up to injure him with the United States gov- 
aaa Nothing could induce him to undertake such a 
task. 

“The wife of President Zelaya is a Belgian by birth, a 
most beautiful and estimable lady. They have eight chil- 
dren, and the oldest, Charles, a lad of twelve, is now at 
school in Belgium. Madame Zelaya is only thirty years 
old, and is loved greatly for her philanthropic deeds, 
spending money liberally for orphan homes and schools 
and other charities. Her recent work under Red Cross 
auspices has made her beloved even by the Hondurans, 
her country’s enemies. The home life of the Zelayas is 
beautiful. The General has the dignity and amiability 
of the late President McKinley, and as a worker he has 
the abundant energy of Roosevelt.” 

Dr. Salvador Cordova, Consul General of Honduras in 
New York, tendered his resignation to the new govern- 
ment of Honduras. His resignation was accepted and on 
April 8 Mr. Pio Bolanos was appointed to that place. 
Mr. Bolanos now fills the position of consul general of 
both Nicaragua and Honduras. This move by the Hon- 
durian government demonstrates the close tie between the 
two countries. 

Mr. Bolanos is a native of Granada, Nicaragua. He 
was for seven years secretary and assistant to President 
Zelaya. About one year ago Mr. Bolanos married the 
beautiful daughter of Dr. Juan J. Ulloa, the well-known 
consul general of Costa Rica. Mr. Bolanos is receiving 
congratulations of his friends over the new honors, in- 
crease of pay and the late arrival of a son.

THE CASE OF CAPTAIN HAIGHT. 


With reference to the statement on page 839 of our is- 
sue of March 30 concerning the court-martial of Capt. C. 
S. Haight, 5th U.S. Cav., we have received a letter from 
Capt. Clarence S. Nettles, Act. J.A., U.S.A., headquar- 
ters, Department of the Colorado, in which he says: “I 
beg to enclose you a certified copy of the indorsement of 
the post commander at Fort Apache (Captain Haight’s 
post) recommending the trial. The item in the ARMY 
AND Navy JouRNAL, evidently based upon inaccurate 
information, reflects by inferences at least upon the 
administration of these headquarters. So far as the 
charges were concerned and the ordering of the court for 
the trial of Captain Haight, there was nothing either un- 
usual or irregular or in coatravention of the customs of 
the Service.” Accompanying this letter is the following: 

First indorsement on charges against Capt. Charles’ S. 
Haight, 5th Cav.: 





Fort Apache, Ariz., Dec. 31, 1906. 

Respectfully forwarded to the military secretary, Department 
of the Colorado, Denver, Colo., recommending trial by general 
court-martial. I have personally investigated the charges in 
this case, and in my opinion the allegation can be sustained.

; Our publication was based upon a statement contained 
in a letter from one of Captain Haight’s friends, and the 
following appears in the testimony before the G.C.M., 
given by the post commander in question, Major Bishop: 

“On the i5th of November, in the Adjutant’s office, 
when Captain Haight and Lieutenant Smith were both 
present, I told them both, as there seemed to be no chance 
of their coming to an amicable agreement about this mat- 
ter or understanding about this matter, that I did -not 
want them to have any further communication with one 
another nor the families to say anything about it—to drop 
it. I didn’t give it as a direct order, but it was more in 
the nature of telling how I wished to have them conduct 
themselves, so that there would be no further trouble 
about this thing, as it was against the interest of disci- 
pline of the post. * * * JI had directed both of these 
officers and had them notify their families and had since 
that time told them that there should be no further talk 
or further communications between the families and that 
they should not have anything to do with one another and 
they had not carried out these instructions. I had told 
each of the officers after that that they must stop talking 
about this matter; that it was injuring the discipline of 
the post; and as neither side had done this, and as Mrs. 
Smith had insisted that this conduct of Captain Haight 
had been dishonorable, I wrote a letter to the Military 
Secretary requesting that this matter be investigated and 
from that letter these charges were made out. That let- 
ter was sent forward to the Military Secretary of the De- 
partment, and from there to the Military Secretary of the 
Division. I then received a letter calling for evidence 
more in detail than was stated in the letter requesting 
an investigation. That was sent and these papers were 
returned through the department commander directing 
that charges be preferred. I then returned the papers to 
Lieutenant Smith and directed him to prefer the charges. 
* * * 

“Q. Pardon me, was it not left by the division com- 
mander to the department commander whether these 
charges should be preferred? A. Yes, the letter from the 
division to the department stated that if the department 
commander did not think there was sufficient evidence to 
prefer charges against Captain Haight that an inspector 
would be sent to Fort Apache for further investigation. 
That is the purport of the letter. 

“Q. The matter was never investigated by an inspector, 
was it? A. No, sir, not more than my investigation, my- 
self, and I purposely investigated it no further than to 
find out what the charges were against Captain Haight. * 

“A. It was purely an administrative act, as I did not 
believe there has been anything criminal in the matter. I 
thought it could be settled between these officers and their 
families, but as time went on the talk between them: be- 
came to embitter the feelings and I decided from that to 
put the matter before higher authority. 

“In my investigation of the case I was satisfied that 
there had been conduct which might have been dishonor- 
able, possibly dishonorable, but not criminal, and I want- 
ed the thing investigated by some person away from the 
post, either as to stopping this continual recrimination 
between these families or else that it be brought to 
trial. ..* -*.-* 

“A, Captain Haight at all times expressed a willing- 
ness that they have any investigation made at any time. 
He claimed that his conduct in this matter was honor- 
able: that he had done nothing intentionally wrong. He 
spoke with reference to asking for a court of inquiry and 
at all times stated that he was willing to have any inves- 
tigation made of the case. The feeling on each side was 
so diametrically opposed to each other that I decided to 
have an outside person come there and investigate the 
matter if possible.”

The 1st Infantry was organized under Act of Sept. 29, 
1789, with eight companies, and under Act of April 30, 
1790, it was increased to twelve companies. Under Act 
of March 5, 1792, it became part of the first sub-legion 
with eight companies, becoming again the Ist Infantry 
under Act of May 30, 1796, and being increased to ten 
companies under Act of July 16, 1798. It was again re- 
duced to eight companies under Act of May 14, 1800, 
and increased once more to ten companies under Act of 
March 18, 1802. The number of companies were in- 
creased to twelve under Act of April 26, 1898. These 
changes show the vicissitudes to which the old regiments 
of our Army have been subjected and how constant lias 
heen the congressional tinkering with the Army, not 
always to its advantage. Altogether forty-five acts making 
changes in the Army are enumerated, between Sept. 2, 
1789, and Feb. 2, 1901, an average of one in two and 
one-half years. Sergt. Albert Moore, of the Ist, has a 
medal of honor for distinguished conduct at Pekin, and 
Corporal George Selmire and Private Thomas S. Wil- 
liams certificates of honor for “distinguished” and “most 
distinguished service’ in Cuba. According to the Just

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BATTLE TROPHIES AT ANNAPOLIS. 

The New -York Tribune gives interesting particulars 
concerning the battle flags and other trophies now at An- 
napolis awaiting the completion of the Academy buildings 
for publie display. One of these flags is the standard of 
the French frigate Insurgente, forty guns. The capture 
was made Feb. 9, 1796, off Nevis, W.I., by the United 
States frigate Constellation. The numerous trophies of 
the War of 1812 inclade the ensigns of the British vessels, 
Confianee, Java, Boxer, Landrail, Detroit, the flagship of 
the English squadron, on Lake Erie; the ensign and fig- 
ure-head of the frigate Macedonia, the ensigns of the 
Frolic, Alert, Peacock, Epervier, Duke of Gloucester, St. 
Lawrence and Highflyer. 'This last, an English schooner 
of 5 guns, Lieutenant Hutchinson, was the tender of the 
St. Domingo, 74 guns. Commodore John Rodgers, of the 
President, 44 guns, as a ruse hoisted an English flag to 
decoy the Highflyer. It happened, by a lucky accident 
for the Americans, to be the private signal of the day of 
the Nnglish squadron, 'The tender came confidingly un- 
der the guns of the President. The prize was sent into 
Newport and sold. 

The fight in which the Java was captured took place 
off tie coast of Brazil on Dee. 29, 1812. The Java was 
so hadly injured she had to be set on fire and blown up. 
Her wheel, however, was saved and put on the Constitu- 
tion, her captor, whose wheel had been shot off early in 
the action. Congress gave Captain Bainbridge a medal. 

The ensign of the English cutter Landrail, 4 guns and 
$8 men, was eaptured with that vessel in the English 
Channel on July 12, 1814, after a desperate resistance, 
by the American privateer schooner Syren, 7 guns and 80 
men, Capt. J. D. Daniels. The Landrail was recaptured 
on her way across the Atlantic. The Wasp, which cap- 
tured the Frolic, Oct. 18, 1812, was recaptured with her 
prize the same day by the British Poriters, 74, but the 
ensign of the Frolic was in some mysterious way secured 
as a trophy. 

The engagement in which “Don’t give up the ship” 
Lawrence, with the Hornet, captured the Peacock, lasted 
only fifteen minutes. The Peacock and her crew of 130 
lost 5 killed and 33 wounded. Among the killed was her 
captain. The Hornet had one killed and four wounded. 
The Peacock was so badly injured that she sank shortly 
after the action, carrying down nine of her crew and 
three of the Hornet’s, who were engaged in removing the 
— Congress awarded to Captain Lawrence a 
medal. 

The ensign of the Duke of Gloucester is a trophy of the 
combined effort of the Army and Navy. On April 27, 
1815, an attack was made upon York (Toronto), Canada, 
by the squadron on Lake Erie, under Commodore Isaac 
Chauncey, and a force of soldiers under Generals Pike 
and Dearborn. Under cover of the fire of the vessels the 
troops were landed; the vessels then engaged the forts 
and batteries and the town was captured. The brig, Duke 
of Gloucester, 14 guns, fell into the hands of the Ameri- 
cans, together with an unfinished 20-gun vessel and a 
large amount of naval and military stores, that were 
a This battle secured America supremacy on the 
akes, 

Among the Mexican flags is an ensign captured at Tus- 
pan, Mexico, on April 18, 1847, by a landing force of 
1490 from the Gulf Squadron, led by Commodore M. 
C, Perry in the Spitfire, and an ensign captured Nov. 11, 
1847, at Mazatlan by a landing party of about six hun- 
died men from the Independence, the Congress, the Cy- 
ane and the Erie, under the command of Commodore W. 
B. Shubrick. There is a Mexican ensign captured at 
Monterey, Cal., when that place was taken possession of 
on July 7, 1846, by a landing force of 250 seamen and 
marines under Capt. William Mervine. 

There are two Algerian flags; one an ensign of the Es- 
tedio, an Algerian brig of 22 guns, was captured on June 
19, 1815, in the Mediterranean off Cape Palos by the fleet 
under Commodore Stephen Decatur. The ensign of the 
Mezoura, or Mashouda, or Mahuoda, as she was severally 
called. an Algerian frigate of 46 guns, was captured on 
June 17, 1815, off Cape de Gata, Spain, by the Guerri- 
ére, 44 guns, Commodore Stephen Decatur. 

There is one Chinese flag in the collection and a num- 
her of Korean flags. June 11, 1871, 508 officers, sailors 
and marines, under the command of Comdr. H. C. Blake, 
was landed at Salee (Han) River, Korea, and five forts 
were oa and fifty flags and 481 pieces of artillery 
captured. 

_ The Confederate flags in the collection are few, for the 
Naval Academy authorities soon after the Civil War con- 
sidered it no part of patriotism to display as trophies bat- 
tle flags that had keen won from brothers in an inter- 
necine strife. ‘The few of these that are kept are the en- 
sign of the Albemarle, the Confederate ram destroyed by 
Lieut. W. B. Cushing on Oct. 27, 1864, while at anchor 
in the ktoanoke River, at Plymouth, N.C.; the ensign of 
the Filis, a Confederate gunboat, captured by the steamer 
Ceres, Acting Volunteer Lieut, John McDiarmid com- 
manding ; the ensign of the Atlanta, an ironclad ram of 
the Confederates, captured on June 17, 1863, in Warsaw 
Sound, Ga., by the monitor Weehawken, Capt. John Rod- 
gers; a Confederate flag captured on a blockade runner 
off Wilmington, N.C.

THE FATE OF THE SUICIDE. 

At the funeral of Carp. F. W. Melhop, U.S.N., Feb. 23, 
at the cemetery connected with the U.S. Naval Hospital 
at Canacao, Province of Cavite, P.I., Chaplain W. T. 
Helms, U.S.N., who is attached to the naval station at 
Cavite, delivered an address which pleased the friends of 
MelJhop very much because of its spirit of charity toward 
one upon whom the church at all times has set a ban, the 
man who dies by his own hand. The chaplain said in 
part: 

“Yesterday morning a young man, an officer in our 
nnilitary Service, sat in his room, considered carefully his 
situation ; on the one hand stood the discouragements, the 
hardships, his own personal trials and difficulties; on the 
other, were a blameless, clean, moral life, and professional 
reputation of the best. The struggles of many years came 
trooping through his memory. He wondered why his dif- 
ficulties were so numerous. He felt utterly discouraged. 
Life with its hardships was no longer endurable. He 
thought of resigning but he felt his impotence now to 
achieve in other walks of life, he felt unable to continue 
as he had struggled. He auestioned the future and it was 
silent. The past only echoed back the sadness of its own 
disappointments. He prayed and he heard no response 
from Deity. He thought lovingly and tenderly of his dear 
ones, but they were far away. No voice to cheer, no hand 
to caress, no gift of blessing came. The world unknown 
seemed to open its doors at his very feet, and he wondered 
if God could not understand his misery. 

“Long hours passed while he counted up the balance 
sheet of life. And at last he resolved to take the chance 
and enter eternity without an invitation. A pillow was 
grasped, he foided it about his hand and grasped rigidly 
the revolver whose report the pillow should deaden, then 
placing the muzzle at his temple, deliberately pulled the 
trigger and took his chances. 

“This sad story and these few facts cause our presence 
here to-day. Our comrade and friend is no more.  A\l- 
ready he knows the result of his desperate deed. We do 
not know. Life is full of bitterness and pains that are 
worse than death could ever be. Some people say men 
who take their own lives are cowards. I deny this. Some 
say they go straight to hell; I reply, I don’t know. I 
only know that such a man takes desperate chances with 
a daring that can only be measured by his intelligence. 

“But I do know that no man ever waiked the thorny 
path of life and struggled through the hardships that all 
nust undergo without sitting more than once deliberating 
just as our comrade deliberated yesterday morning. Some 
desist because they are cowards and afraid to die. Oth- 
ers because they are brave and decide to struggle on, and 
still others feel the strain too great and give up all and 
take the most tremendous chance that man can take. * * * 
I know that out here the struggle for each one of us seems 
harder than it ever was at home. I know that we are 
less considerate of each other and that we often speak and 
do things that cause our friends and associates pain. 

“So standing by this open grave I can only urge you 
in the future to be more considerate of your neighbors, be 
mere charitable in your conversation. Then, as you try 
to benefit others, maybe the blessings you east upon life's 
waters will return after many days to encourage and 
strengthen you in your hour of trial. 

“If you approach an hour when the strain of life be- 
comes too grievous to be borne, if you find yourself bat- 
tling in a hopeless way against forces too mighty to be 
overcome, don’t hurry through such crises. Don't leap 
at the most desperate chance a man can take; but ponder 
well all your chances here, consider God’s prohibition 
against taking human life: be brave enough te consider 
each detail before you decide to commit this act, which 
is universally regarded as man’s greatest sin against him- 
self.” 
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WAR DEPARTMENT DECISIONS. 

Insignia for Field and for Coast Artillery: The Chief 
of Artillery submitted suggestions for changes in chevrons 
and insignia for the two branches of Artillery, which have 
been approved by the Acting Secretary of War. 

Small arms competitions for 1907: In view of the pro- 
posed discontinuance of territorial divisions, the ques- 
tion arose as to how small arms competitions will be con- 
ducted this year, and it was decided that the Departments 
be combined on lines of the existing divisions for that 
purpose. 

Score cards for use at small arms competitions: A new 
system of score cards, following the form found*to be sat- 
isfactory at the National Match, has been adopted, as it 
simplifies keeping the record, etc.

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WOULD BE A GOOD WITNESS. 


Justice Brewer, of the United States Supreme Court, 
dropped in on the Senate Military Committee the other 
day during the Brownsville hearing, says the New York 
Svening Post. The meeting was declared informal for a 
few minutes to give the Senators an opportunity to greet 
their visitor. 

“Won’t you have a seat, Mr. Justice?” asked Senator 
I'craker. 

“No, I’m not going to stay. I came in to have a person- 
al word with Senator Warner. I’m wholly ignorant and 
unprejudiced about this matter which you have under 
consideration, and guess I’d better not mix in at all,” 
was the laughing reply. 

In a few minutes Mr. Brewer left the room, when Sen- 
ator Scott turned to the chairman and said: ‘Warren, 
you ought to issue a subpena for Justice Brewer. He 
said he was ignorant about this affair. If there is any- 
body who is ignorant about the shooting-up of Browns- 
ville and hasn’t testified, I think we ought to call him to 
the stand.” 
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A conimittee of the Board of Education of New York 
city reported on April 10 that they had found that the 
U.S.S. Newport was a suitable vessel to take the place 
of the old St. Marys as a schoolship, and the board voted 
to reyuest the Secretary of the Navy to loan them the 
Newport until a more suitable vessel could be obtained 
and that the Government be asked to fit out the Newport 
in first class shape and have her ready for a cruise by 
Sept. 15, 1907. 


VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Upon receipt this week of a despatch from the com- 
mander of the collier Caesar at Fernandina, Fla., saying 
he had found and towed into port the missing coal barge 
No. 1, which went adrift April 1, the Navy Department 
notified the cruiser St. Louis, the collier Abarenda and the 
tug Potomac, which were also engaged in the search, to 
return to their stations. The despatch was reassuring in 
particular because the daily press had reported an explo- 
sion on the Caesar. The despatch said nothing about the 
ten men of the crew of the coal barge, for whom great 
fear has been entertained, and the Navy Department 
wired the commander of the collier to report. The fol- 
lowing is a list of the men on the barge: William Mar- 
tin, ordinary seaman; Emil Noethen, ordinary seaman ; 
Henry Hisler, ship’s cook; Ferdinand Hall, mess attend- 
ant; Thomas Flynn, fireman; Edward Aben, machinist’s 
mate; Henry August Doehne, ordinary seaman; Isidor 
Nordstrom, chief boatswain mate; Andrew J. Franey, 
ship’s cook. Later a despatch was received at the De- 
partment from the commander of the barge saying that he 
and his men had been picked up by the steamship Woer- 
man and taken to Galveston, from which city the news 
was sent. 


The Annapolis, after repairs at the Mare Island Navy 
Yard, has sailed for Honolulu and Samoa, at which latter 
point she will relieve the wooden cruiser Adams as a sta- 
tion ship. The latter will come to New York by way of 
the Suez Canal and will probably be utilized as a train- 
ing-ship. ‘The Columbia has been ordered from Havana 
to League Island, where she will be placed out of com- 
mission. It is expected that the Buffalo will take the 
place of the Lawton, which will be sold after appraise- 
ment, as it is too small for a transport. Until the bids 
for the construction of the naval training station at North 
Chicago are opened, May 1, it will not be determined 
whether they will be accepted for the whole or a part of 
the work. 

After nearly a month’s absence from San Francisco 
the cruiser Milwaukee, under command of Capt. C. A. 
Gove, arrived at San Francisco, April 5, from Magdalena 

tay. While coming inte port over the rough bar the only 
death that has ever occurred on the vessel took place, 
Ordinary Seaman H. W. Hastings succumbing to an at- 
tack of erysipelas. ‘The Milwaukee, according to Captain 
Gove, is a very fine sea vessel, and has good speed. 

A desiructive fire in one of the large buildings in the 
League Island Navy Yard, Pa., containing the saw mill, 
joiner shop and pattern shop, occurred on April 9. Officers 
of the yard estimate the loss at $100,000, Many patterns 
for the equipment of vessels of the Navy were burned. 
Much of the furniture intended for the battleship Kansas 
was stored in the building and was destroyed. 

Three old vessels of the U.S. Navy have recently been 
condeinned and will be sold at auction to the highest bid- 
der. ‘These are the wooden bark Marion, built at Kit- 
tery, Me., in 1871, and recently used by the naval militia 
of California; the wooden sloop Keystone State, formerly 
the St. Louis, built at Washington, D.C., in 1828, and 
recently used by the naval militia of Philadelphia, and the 
steel schooner Lawton, built at Chester, Pa., in 1890, and 
recently used as a transport. ‘The Lawton and the 
Marion are at the Mare Island Navy Yard, San Fran- 
cisco, and the Keystone State is at the League Island 
Navy Yard, Philadelphia. 

A handsome silver service, a gift from the State of 
Washington, was formally presented to the Washington 
at the navy yard, League Island, April 9. 

The proposals for furnishing nickel steel gun forgings 
in accordance with the advertisement published by the 
reau of Ordnance of the Navy Department on March 22, 
1907, as already noted, opened April 10, were from three 
bidders, two of whose bids—the Midvale Steel Co. and the 
Bethlehem Steel Co., were identical as follows: For 28 
sets 12-inch .45 caliber, Mark V., 30 cents per pound, first 
set to be delivered in 90 days and one set every 45 days 
thereafter; for 3 sets 7-inch .45 caliber, Mark II., 30 
cents per pound, first set to be delivered in 80 days and 
one set each 25 days thereafter; for 3 sets 6-inch .50 eali- 
ber, Mark VIII., 30 cents per pound, first set to be deliv- 
ered in 75 days and one set each 25 days thereafter; for 
28 sets 5-inch .50 caliber, Mark VI., 30 cents per pound, 
first set to be delivered in 70 days and one set each 20 
days thereafter; for 3 sets 6-inch .50 caliber, Mark VIIL., 
the Crucibile Steel Co. bid 29 1-2 cents per pound, first 
delivery to be in 75 days and one set thereafter each 25 
days. 

It is the intention of the Naval Bureau of Ordnance to 
lend to the Naval Militia of the State of Michigan four 
(-pounder, guns and mounts which were formerly on Ad- 
miral Dewey’s flagship, the Olympia. 

Loose leaf binders are being supplied to ships of the 
Navy for use in filing ordnance pamphlets. The pam- 
phlets when issued will have holes punched in them so 
that they may readily be placed in the binders. Obso- 
lete pamphlets may be removed, or a pamphlet may be 
temporarily removed and returned. 

The marine guard for the new battleship Kansas, which 
will shortly be put in commission at Camden, N.J., is 
now being formed at the barracks, Sth street S.E., Wash- 
ington, D.C. It is understood that the Kansas, when 
ready for active service, will eventually be assigned to the 
battleship squadron of the Pacific Fleet. 

Thanks to the assiduous work of Mr. Charles W. Stew- 
art, custodian of the war records of the Navy Depart- 
ment, there is gradually being gathered in the library of 
that department probably the most complete collection of 
relics and writings of John Paul Jones to be found in the 
world. At least one of his swords has been donated to the 
Department and through correspondence by Mr. Stewart 
there have been forwarded to the library a large number 
of documents bearing upon his career. These are being 
carefully collated by Mr. Stewart, whose hope it is that 
finally he will be able to give a connected account of his 
life in this country and his connection with this country’s 
initial struggle for freedom. 

The British battleship Trafalgar went ashore on April 
8 on the rocks off Devil’s Point, behind the naval 
victualling yard at East Stonehouse, while proceeding to 
Plymouth Sound from Devonport. Six tugs eventually 
succeeded in refloating the Trafalgar an hour after she 
went on the rocks. The warship was taken into the 
harbor, where she will be docked. There was a con- 
siderable quantity of water in her forward compartment. 

An official report concerning the grounding, April 8, 
of the British battleship Trafalgar while on her way to 
Plymouth from Devonport says the damage sustained was 
slight and can be repaired in a few days. The grounding 
is thought to have been the fault of the pilot, and there 
will be no court-martial. 

The Brazilian government, it is reported from Rio de 
Janeiro, has modified its contracts for shipbuilding. The 
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Armstrongs will now build three battleships of 18,000 
tons each. Another British firm will build three cruisers, 
three destroyers and several other war craft, the total 
number of vessels being twenty-seven. 

It is reported in London, England, that the largest bat- 
tleship in the world, to have a displacement of 21,000 
tons, is to be built in England for the Japanese govern- 
ment, and that a commission is on its way from Japan 
for the purpose of placing the contract with one of the 
great British shipbuilders. The cost of this new battle- 
ship will be about $11,250,000. 

The regular quarterly assessment required by the by- 
laws of the Navy Mutual Aid Association was levied on 
April 1, accompanied by the following statement: The 
total amount paid beneficiaries, to date, is the very re- 
spectable sum of $1,071,807.05, and the number of mem- 
bers on the roll at the same date was 1,019, paying a ben- 
efit of $3,613.20. The following deaths occurred during 
the quarter ending March 31, 1907: Rear Admirals Al- 
bert Kautz, Ben. F. Tilley, Capt. George H. Kearney, 
Comdr. Socrates Hubbard, Chief Engr. B. C. Gowing, 
Midshipman I. W. Hayne and Prof. Henry D. Todd. 
The secretary and treasurer urges anew the necessity for 
keeping the Association advised of the address of each 
member and of any change in the beneficiary. A notable 
feature of the recent experience of this Association has 
been the considerable number of admissions from the 
graduating classes from the Naval Academy. The Asso- 
ciation is well prepared for any unusual or unexpected 
call upon its funds, and the average age of members is 
slowly growing less. Twelve deaths occurred during the 
year 1906 

The examination of Boatswain Daniel Montague, U. 
S.N., for promotion to Chief Boatswain, came to an 
abrupt termination at the navy yard, Norfolk, Va., April 
9, owing to his illness. He had been suffering with a 
fever for some time past, but it was not known that his 
condition was acute until he fainted in the room where 
the examination was being conducted. As soon as he was 
revived he was sent to the naval hospital. 

Miss Lorna, daughter of Mayor Pinnock, of Salem, 
Mass., will have the honor of christening the scout cruiser 
Salem, now building at the yards of the Fore River Ship- 
building Company at Quincy. The exact date of the 
launching of the Salem has not been settled, but the ves- 
sel wil] be completed soon.

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COURT-MARTIAL OF MAJOR FREMONT. 


In his defense, Major Francis P, Frémont, 5th U.S. 
Inf., who is being tried by a G.C.M. at the Army build- 
ing, New York city, on the charge of conduct unbe- 
coming an officer and a gentleman, gave to Major 
Parker West, of the General Staff, a statement, which 
was introduced into evidence in the proceedings. In this 
statement Major Frémont said that he had obtained the 
various sums referred to in the specifications from the 
banks, but that he had done so in good faith. He had 


not procured the loans by reason of his position in the 
United States Army. He had become financially entan- 
gled as a result of the divorce suit instituted against him 
by his wife. the payment of alimony to her, and that 
when the Plattsburg bank got after him he was forced 
into a corner. Had he been left free for the time he be- 
lieyed that he would have been able to pay up the loans. 
As for the San Francisco property that plays such an im- 
portant part in the present hearing, he had asserted that 
he had only a contingent interest in the property. 

Mrs. John C. Frémont, mother of the defendant, is com- 
ing to New York to testify in behalf of her son. It is 
expected she will explain the nature of her son’s interest 
in certain California properties belonging to the Frémont 
family. Major Frémont, according to his accusers, made 
false representations as to certain realty holdings in San 
Francisco in order to obtain the loans. that have got him 
into trouble through his failure to meet them at maturity. 

There are practically four groups to the twelve speci- 
fications of charges which have been preferred against the 
Major and all of them refer to his alleged irregularities 
in personal financial affairs. The first group asserts that 
he obtained $300 on a promissory note from the Thirty- 
fourth Street National Bank on the representation that 
he owned property in San Francisco worth at least 
$12,000. ‘The second and third refer to similar transac- 
tions with two banks in Plattsburg, N.Y., while the fourth 
concerns his financial venture with Edward J. Donnelly, 
a court reporter of Pittsburg, in a tobacco plantation in 
Santa Clara, Cuba. 

Clinton E. Braine, 2d V.P. Thirty-fourth Street Na- 
tional Bank, with whom Major Frémont negotiated a note 
for $300, setting forth that he owned property in San 
Francisco, was asked if he made the Joan on any other 
reason. “Yes,” was the answer. “I understood that he 
was an officer of the United States Army and that was 
considered good.” ©. S. Johnson, cashier First National 
Bank of Plattshurg, when asked “What are the ideas of 
your bank relative to the amount of credit due an Army 
officer on his simple promise to pay?” replied: “It is 
very limited.” 

Mr. Moffitt, of the Plattsburg Bank, being asked if Ma- 
jor Frémont had not stated that he was “interested in” 
and not “the owner of” the property in San Francisco 
that he referred to, replied that, in his opinion, there was 
very little difference between “interested in” and “owning.” 
“Did you understand that this was the Frémont family 
property?” asked Mr. Loftus. “I understood that it had 
been left to him by General Frémont, his father,” an- 
swered Mr. Moffitt. 

Donnelly, the court reporter, testified that he and Ma- 
jor Frémont agreed to go into tobacco raising in Cuba in 
1905, each to contribute $1,500. When the time came the 
Major said it was inconvenient for him to put up his 
money then and he, Donnelly, advanced the entire amount. 
He took the Major’s order for $1,500 on “The Interna- 
tional Bank of Havana” on the representtaion that he, 
the Major, had there on deposit the sum of $5,000. When 
Donnelly arrived in Cuba, he swore, he learned that there 
was no such bank in existence. 

In reply Major Frémont said he believed there was 
$5,000 on deposit in the Cuban National Bank when he 
so informed Donnelly, and it was not until later that he 
learned there was only $2,500 there. Donnelly’s state- 
ment that he had no funds in the bank Major Frémont 
characterized as false and malicious.

Specifications have been sent out by the Treasury Depart- 
ment for the construction of a derelict destroying vessel au- 
thorized by Congress for use in the North Atlantic. The vessel 
aside from its use as a destroyer of wrecks, will also be pro- 
vided with equipment which will make it useful in lending 
assistance to vessels in distress and in saving life. The vessel 
will be a single screw steel steamer, with a steaming radius 
of about 5,000 miles under economical speed and consumption 
of coal; it is to be 240 feet long, with a length between perpen- 
diculars of 186 feet; breadth of beam, moulded, 34 feet; 
depth at side from base line amidships, 25 feet 9 inches. Its 
displacement to mean load draught of 15 feet 6 inches above 
base line, with 300 tons of coal and 26,500 gallons of water 
on board and ready for sea, will be 1,480 tons. The engines 
are to be 1,500 horse-power when making the maximum num- 
ber of revolutions per minute. Every up-to-date contrivance 
appropriate to such a vessel will be provided. There will be 
an electric lighting plant with powerful searchlights, an evap- 
orating and distilling plant and a strictly modern wireless tele- 
graph apparatus, enabling the steamer to communicate with 
other vessels so equipped and with shore stations. There will 
be a number vf water-tight compartments and other safety ap- 
pliances, and as the business of this vessel will be to blow up 
and destroy wrecks, it will be provided with an ammunition 
room for the safe carriage of powerful explosives. By a special 
appliance it will be possible to flood the ammunition room with 
sea water in case of emergency or special danger of accidental 
explosion. On the decks of the vessel will be carried a power- 
ful derrick for use in wrecking operations and various appli- 
ances for life saving. 

The winter cruising season of all the revenue cutters that 
have been employed on the Atlantic coast terminated on April 
1 and the vessels are all at their stations being: overhauled 
for their summer work. The cutter Apache, the ship sta- 
tioned on Chesapeake bay, is at a Baltimore shipyard. The 
cutter Mohawk, on the New York station, had a busy time of 
it and during the cruising period, among other work, destroyed 
a number of derelicts that were menacing the safety of ves- 
sels on the coast between Delaware breakwater and Nan- 
tucket.

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THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 


Annapolis, Md., April 10, 1907. 

The midshipmen began their rowing season auspiciously this 
afternoon by winning from the Georgetown crew by six 
lengths in a two-mile race on the Severn. Weather condi- 
tions were unfavorable and the time was over two minutes 
slower than the course record. The Navy finished in 11 min- 
utes, 51 seconds, and Georgetown in 12 minutes, 15 4-5 sec- 
onds. A stiff wind blew directly against the oarsmen. The 


Georgetown crew averaged about ten pounds lighter than the 
midshipmen, but rowed for every ounce of strength they had. 
They struck a high stroke in the beginning, but the midship- 
men easily held them with several strokes less a minute and 
forged ahead at the mile. From that point the Navy gained 
with every stroke.

This decisive victory has made it clear that Coach Richard 
Glendon has developed another of the fine Navy crews that 
have marked each of the three seasons during which he has 
been at the head of aquatics. It is believed that the fact has 
made it all the more probable that the Naval Academy will be 
represented in the Poughkeepsie regatta this year. The Navy 
oarsmen showed not only splendid arm, back and leg work on 
Saturday, but particularly fine head work. The crew is stroked 
by Capt. J. H. Ingram, who occupied the same seat last season 
and stroked the second crew the year before. He is not only 
a strong and finished oarsman, but an ideal captain and leader. 
Davis, No. 7, was a find of last year. He was put in at 7 in 
the race against Yale, which the Navy won, and remained dur- 
ing the rest of the season. Rockwell, No. 6, is one of the 
veterans, as he rowed in every race of the seasons of 1905 and 
1906, the Navy crew winning nine of the ten contests. After 
Ingram he is the best oarsman in the boat. Montgomery, No. 
5, in place of McKee, who is suffering with stomach trouble, 
is improving. White, at 4, rowed in the second boat two years. 
Prichard, at No. 3, is a heavy man, and needs lots of work to 
keep him in condition. He made the ‘varsity last season. 
Bagg will row at No. 2, having been favored by Coach Glen- 
don over Stoer and Kinkaid, both of whom have rowed the 
position this season. Leighton, shifted from 7 to bow, made 
the ‘varsity crew last season, his first in the Academy. 

Rumor has it in naval circles that Rear Admiral P. H. 
Cooper may be asked to take the place of Superintendent of the 
Naval Academy, to succeed Rear Admiral Sands when he is 
detached. Admiral Cooper, in consequence of ill health went 
on the retired list about two years ago and has since then been 
engaged in private employment in Morristown, N.J. Now it 
is reported his health is completely restored. Under existing 
law the Admiral may be ordered to duty here, and his splendid 
service, when he was Superintendent about ten years ago, has 
suggested his return. While he was here as Superintendent 
the plans for rebuilding the Academy and the great scheme of 
improvements which have since been carried out were made. 
He, more than any other officer in the Navy, is entitled to credit 
in that work, and it seems most fitting that now the improve- 
ments are nearing completion he should be here. 

The basketball contest between the midshipmen and the Syra- 
cuse Saturday afternoon resulted in no game, the time agreed 
upon for ending having arrived with only two of the midship- 
men out, Syracuse having made four runs and apparently 
clinched the game in its half. Up to the end of the fourth 
inning the score was 3 to 2 in favor of the midshipmen. 
Then the visitors fell upon Lamphire’s curves and knocked out 
four runs. The contest did not start until late, and it was 
agreed to stop playing at 5:15 o'clock so that the visitors might 
eatch an afternoon train. Counting the score from the even 
four innings played, the midshipmen were winners by 3 to 2. 
The middies fielding still continues very close. 

Dr. Lyman Abbott was at the Naval Academy Sunday and 
in the evening addressed the Naval Academy Christian Asso- 
ciation, His subject was “The Life of Christ.” 

Governor Warfield has been informed that the Austrian 
warships Sankt Georg and Aspern will visit Annapolis about 
May 13, and that the State authorities are requested to show 
them all possible courtesies. The vessels will stop at An- 
napolis after having visited the Jamestown Exposition. Mary- 
land will take pleasure in offering every courtesy to the naval 
guests. The arrangements have been put in the hands of 
Adjutant General Riggs. 

So far the largest and most successful dance at the Naval 
Academy this season was the annual Easter hop Saturday night 
at the armory. The usual Naval Academy contingent was 
present, besides the numerous visitors. Music was by the 
Naval Academy band. Mrs. Foley,. wife of Lieut. Paul Foley, 
received, with Midshipman Alfred H. Miles of the first class. 
Many of the visiting girls did not come prepared for rain, 
snow, hail and wintry blasts, and left in the rain Sunday after- 
noon protected by the mackintoshes of the midshipmen, who ac- 
companied the girls to the train.

MILITARY ATHLETIC LEAGUE. 


The championship and handicap athletic tournament of the 
MilitaryeAthletic League, held at the armory of the 13th N.Y., 
April 5 and 6, brought together the cream of the athletic 
world, the various contests being of the most exciting descrip- 
tion in consequence, and a number of records were broken. 
There were 707 entries in the different events, and these were 
handled and the events run off in the most efficient manner 
without any delays or confusion. So well were the games con- 
ducted that by eleven o'clock each night they were all over. 
The officers of the association who had direct charge of the 
games, and to whom the credit for the splendid management 
belongs were: Major W. A. Turpin, 18th Regt.; Capt. John J. 
Dixon, 47th Regt.; Capt. T. R. Fleming, 13th Regt.; Capt. J. 
W. Elmes, 69th Regt.; Capt. R. Heun, 71st Regt., and Lieut. 
C. J. Dieges, 22d Regt. 

The trophy emblematic of the Military Athletic League 
championship was won by the 13th N.Y., with 61 points. 
The 22d N.Y. was second, with 37 points. The cup for the 
regiment scoring the greatest number of points in the handi- 
cap events was awarded the 22d, with 36 points. The 13th 
N.Y. was second, with 16 points. 

Among the more exciting events of the meet were the fol- 
lowing: Members of the 8th N.Y. plished a splendid 
feat in military athletics when they took first prizes in the 
wall scaling competitions, defeating, among other teams repre- 
senting the U.S. Army. They scaled the wall in 43 4-5 
seconds, one second faster than the representatives of the 12th 
N.Y., who also beat the men of the 100th Coast Artillery, U. 
8.A., by three-fifths of a second. 

Lawson Robertson, of the 13th N.Y., and a member of the 
American team to Athens, gave a sterling exhibition of sprint 
racing in the 220-yard dash. Fouled at the start and thrown 
from second to fourth position, he. quickly got into his stride 
again and drew even with the leader, William Miller, of the 
22d N.Y. They raced together to within sixty yards of the 
tape, when Miller was beaten, but refused to allow Robertson 
to pass him. The 22d Regiment man jolted his rival, and 
tried to stay his progress by grabbing him, but Robertson 
cleverly side-stepped the attempt-to detain him. With a fine 
burst of speed he passed the judges four yards ahead of Mil- 
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ler, who beat S. C. Northridge, of the 23d N.Y., six inches 
for the place. 

Bicycle championship honors were carried off by Owen 
Devine, of the 13th N.Y., in clever style. He won both thé 
one and two mile military championship races with plenty to 
spare, and his splendid powers brought down the house. De- 
vine’s defeat of George Cameron, of the 22d N.Y., who is a 
splendid rider, in the two-mile bicycle event, was a great sur- 
prise to the 22d men. 

The 220-yard hurdle race for the military championship 
provided another big surprise, as it marked the defeat of the 
national champion, Harry Hillman, of the 13th N.Y. It was 
a race full of fouling, the starters bumping into one another 
all around the course. No man suffered more than another, 
but it was by no means a truly run race. Charles J. Bacon, 
jr., of the 22d N.Y., and R. L. Eller, of the 71st N.Y., stag- 
gered across the tape inches apart. From in front the press 
stand, however, which was right at the finish, Hillman ap- 
peared to have won, but the judges placed him third. The 
judges announced Eller the winner and Bacon second. The 
winner’s time was 28 3-5 seconds. Hillman covered the dis- 
tance in a heat in 26 1-5 seconds. 

The three-legged race (scratch) was only 50 yards, and 
for a championship event it could better have been a lap. The 
final heat was won by Harry Hillman and Lawson Robertson, 
13th N.Y., with George Hall and James Teevan, 13th N.Y., 
second, and W. X. Flood and H. J. Edwards, 22d N.Y., third. 
Time, 6 2-5 seconds. Tug of war, final, was won by 13th N. 
Y., over the 22d N.Y., by 21 inches.

Only a court-martial could define his status provided there was 
any liability on the part of the Army. So long as he is a de- 
serter everything of this sort is forfeit to the Government.

Manila, P.I., March 14, 1907.

FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


The British government, as well as our own, appears 
to have taken a leaf from the recent experience of Japan 
in war. The Admiralty is striving to hermetrically seal 
all of the approaches to information concerning naval 
affairs especially. The naval officers attached to the em- 
bassies and legations accredited to the Court of St. 
James’s have found the difficulties in obtaining informa- 
tion with regard to Great Britain’s naval plans growing 
greater as the months passed by, until they have reached 
a point where it is next to impossible to penetrate the 
veil of secrecy maintained at the naval yards in this 
country. At the launching of the Indomitable, the 
first of the three new giant cruisers following the 
Dreadnought, polite officers steered the foreign attachés 
off to the boiler shops for inspection, while prepara- 
tions for the launch were being completed, so that curious 
visitors could Jearn little or nothing concerning the char- 
acteristics of the new vessel, and special precautions 
were taken to prevent their learning anything as to the 
thickness of her armor. The same secrecy is to be ob- 
served in the case of all new ships, and the improvement 
in naval guns, which Sir Percy Scott, the gunnery expert, 
has perfected and is now installing on the Mediterranean 
fleet. This device, it is said, greatly increases the capacity 
of the guns, but its nature is known only to those in the 
inner circle. ‘he Army Council also had issued more 
stringent regulations to prevent the doings of the army 
from reaching possible enemies. Officers and soldiers 
have been forbidden to communicate to the press any 
military information of their views on any military sub- 
ject. They are also to be held responsible for all state-

It is reported in Berlin that a despatch from Shanghai 
states (hat China has ordered 2,000,000 rifles from a Ger- 
man jitm for the purpose of unifying the weapons of the 
Chinese army. 

Much opposition is being met with in England by the 
committees appointed to investigate the possibility of 
solders being taught trades while serving with the colors. 
It is understood that the chief objection is that raised by 
trade unions, who object to men being taught crafts at 
the publie expense while earning army pay. In other 
directions the committees are being well supported. 

In » work entitled ‘“The Truce in the Far East,” re- 
cently published in London, the author, Mr. B. L. Put- 
nam Weale, after noting that the Anglo-Japanese al- 
liance has nine years yet to run, declares that under its 
ion Japan is arming desperately, realizing that 
the peace is only a truce. Russia, far stronger at the 
end of the war than was thought, is increasing in armed 
strengi!h hourly, realizing that a great empire must 
either advance or perish. Meanwhile she is seeking an 
alliance with China, by means of which she hopes to 
crush Japan directly the Anglo-Japanese Treaty expires. 

At a recent hearing before the Select Committee of 
the British House of Commons, Colonel Daniel, Assis- 
tant ltirector of Naval Intelligence, speaking in behalf 
of the Admiralty, stated that the latter had acquired the 
right ‘0 use the Marconi patents for eleven years from 
1908, and the Marconi company were bound under the 
agreement to communicate to the Admiralty immedi- 
ately cn their discovery of any improvements in appart- 
us. ‘he Admiralty paid the Marconi company $100,000 
down, and $8,000 royalty on each of thirty-two existing 
installations, and were to pay $25,000 annually during 
the continuation of the agreement. 

Speaking of what it terms the increasingly cool rela- 
tions between Italy and Austria, the France Militaire 
indulges in some comment on the frontier fortifications 
of these two powers. ‘The Italian works are constructed 
with the object of safe-guarding the flanks and rear of 
an army in the Venetian plain against attacks from 
Tyrol and Carinthia and to protect the concentration 
of a force destined for action against Southern Tyrol.

On the Austrian side the Tyrolean frontier is defended 
by fortified works with mobile troops in the intervals. 
The Austrian works are held to be more modern and 
better organized than those of Italy, whose resistance is 
not expected to be very formidable in this direction. The 
Austrian cordon of works is well armed with heavy 
artillery and quick-firing guns for close defense, while 
revolving turrets and powerful electric lights are em- 
ployed for observation. These lights are said to have an 
effective range of from 2,200 to 4,500 yards and are 
connected by telephones and telegraphs. 


According to official figures the total strength of the 
British Army Reserve in the United Kingdom is ex- 
pected to rise in 1907-8 to an establishment of 129,000. 
On Jan. 1 it had already reached 113,174. In 1899 the 
Reserve numbered something over 80,000, so that, at 
the present time, the increase has been about 25,000, 
and this notwithstanding the reductions which have taken 
place. The swelling of the Reserve has been due very 
largely to the influx of the-three years’ time-expired men. 


The Russian General, Grodekof, has published some 
details in regard to the espionage practised by the Jap- 
anese during the war in Manchuria. Among other in- 
stances one is mentioned of a Chinaman of whom sus- 
picions were aroused early in February, 1905, from the 
fact that he was noticed crouching down and making 
notes on a piece of paper. On being arrested it was 
found that this man, who for weeks had followed the 
Russian armies in the guise of a tobaceo peddler, had 
been supplied by the Japanese with a paper divided by 
a red line and folded in four. The red line represented 
the railway south of Mukden and the four divisions the 
country on either side, upon which the spy had noted 
down the troops then in oceupation of the particular 
divisions, In the interior of Russia, too, arrests were 
frequent of men who were noting the course of the mo- 
bilization and the movements of the troops towards the 
theater of war. In a south Russian garrison two Aus- 
trians were arrested, who having bribed the staff office 
clerk were receiving full information as to the course of 
the mobilization, and were forwarding the same regular- 
ly to Japan through Austria. All the Japanese arrange- 
ments for the war were well thought out and arranged, 
but perhaps nothing was better organized than their in- 
telligence department. 

The charge that General Kuropatkin’s book on the de- 
feat of Russia in the war with Japan was suppressed by 
the Russian government is flatly denied by the official 
Russki Invalid. That journal points out that the first 
three parts of the work, Liaoyang, Shaho and Mukden, 
were published at the cost of the state with money 
placed at General Kuropatkin’s disposition for that pur- 
pose, and that official documents were made use of in 
their compilation. 

At a recent meeting of the British Institution of 
Naval Architects, Mr. James McKechnie, the engineer- 
ing director of Vickers, Sons and Maxim, Ltd., sub- 
mitted a paper on “The Influence of Machinery on the 
Gun Power of the Modern Battleship,” in which he 
analyzed the design of machinery so far as it affected 
the fighting efficiency of the latest types of warships. 
He pointed to the necessity of reducing the weight of 
the propelling machinery, and illustrated this by showing 
that if the Dreadnought had only required a speed of 
eighteen and one-half knots instead of twenty-one, her 
engines and boilers might have been 700 tons lighter, 
sufficient to have permitted two more 12-inch guns and 
their ammunition to be carried. He advocated the 
adoption of a battleship whose power would be fur- 
nished by internal combustion engines using producer

Mr. Fred T. Jane, the noted English writer on naval 
questions, in an article on the re-creation of the Russian 
navy, which appears in the Portsmouth Telegraph, de- 
clares that great improvement in the condition of the en- 
listed force will have to be made before the Russian fleet 
can ever become an efficient one. Continuing, he says: 
“At the other end of the scale to the Russian navy is the 
United States one. I have just received the menu of a 
lower deck dinner on board the Missouri. It was in honor 
of some event or other, but even so, a lower deck menu 
card with dessert. ices, cigars and cigarettes thrown in 
will sound novel this side of the water. Yet even so, men 
desert very freely. The secret of keeping a navy together 
does not evidently lie only with the messing; it lies with 
something else usually called esprit de corps. To create 
that seems the secret of everything.” 

According to the Engineer, of London, two eminent 
Greek mathematicians, one an officer of the navy, the 
other an officer of artillery, have just informed the Acad- 
emy of Science in Athens that the existing idea of build- 
ing wroplanes is quite wrong. The proper way, according 
to these specialists, would be to abandon the present meth- 
od of building a balloon that ought to be steered, although 
it is heavier than air, and to build them with twin screws, 
which are worked in contrary directions, for the gwroplane 
does not fly; it rather progresses in a series of bounds or 
skips of greater or less length.
